It turned out that most of those 
pages were taken up by thousands of 
very specialized exemptions to the 
new tax code. Most of them read 
something like “All widows of World 
War I veterans who are at least 75 
years old and live in the 300 block of 
Main Street in Waco, Texas.” 

It didn’t take long for the Inquirer 
to figure out that only one person usu- 
ally fit these exemptions, and that that 
person was almost always a heavy

Police files on 
84 convention 
to be released 


AN FRANCISCO police say 
they will release intelli- 
gence files kept on nearly 
100 people and organiza- 
tions during the 1984 Democratic 
National Convention here. 

The files — 14 boxes of them — 
have been in the custody of pdlice 
and city attorneys since their exis- 
tence became known shortly after 
the convention ended. They led to a 
lawsuit by the American Civil 
Liberities Union and helped 
prompt police to revamp intelli- 
gence guidelines in 1991. 

The files are being released now 
“because all litigation involving the 
files has ended,” said Lt. Tom 
Donohoe of the Police Depart- 
ment’s legal office. 

The files were to be handed over 
to the city Police Commission on 
Wednesday, Feb. 10. After that, 
Donohoe said, persons who believe 
they may have been the subject of 
police surveillance during the con- 
vention can submit a request, in 
writing, for their file. 

Individuals can ask for their 
own files, or for those of groups 
they belonged to, but not files on 
other individuals, Donohoe said. 
Address requests for files to the SF 
Police Legal Office, 850 Bryant, 
Room 575, SF 94103. 

Files not claimed in the next six 
months will be destroyed, he said. 

Uproar over the ’84 files helped 
change police policies on intelli- 
gence gathering. In November 
1991, then-police chief Willis 
Casey ordered tighter restrictions 
and disbanded the department’s 
intelligence unit, placing intelli- 
gence-gathering operations under 
the department’s Special Investiga- 
tions Division. 

Police Department policy now 
limits intelligence gathering to data 
collected on groups “engaged in 
planning an activity which is 
unlawful and which could jeopar- 
dize the public safety and is likely 
to result in significant disruption of 
public order.”

Judge crunches 
recycler, helps 
Norcal monopoly 


N A DECISION that threatens the 

livelihood of dozens of inde- 

pendent recyclers and haulers, 

a Superior Court judge has 
allowed San Francisco to shut 
down an innovative commercial 
recycling program. The case, 
which pits the family-owned Waste 
Resources Technology (WRT) 
against the Health Department and 
garbage giant Norcal Waste Sys- 
tems, is now headed for the Court 
of Appeals. 

For years, WRT has marketed a 

complete recycling service for 


businesses. Customers had only to 
separate food waste from their 
trash; WRT would pick up every- 
thing else, separate it, recycle as 
much as possible (usually around 
60 percent), and truck the rest to a 
landfill. 

The service was highly popular. 
“We didn’t need to separate every- 
thing; we didn’t need 10 bins for 
different materials,” said Jim Mori, 
owner of Monaco Laboratories, a 
former customer. “WRT took care 
of everything. We knew we were 
getting maximum recycling, and 
for a much lower cost.” 

Unfortunately, a 1932 ordinance 
requires the DPH to give exclusive 
licenses to haul refuse on various 
“routes” in the city. Almost all 
these routes now belong to sub- 
sidiaries of Norcal. The law is spo- 
radically enforced — two dozen 
unlicensed haulers advertise in the 
Yellow Pages and a California 
Appeals Court decision (Waste 
Management of the Desert vs. Palm 
Springs Recycling Center) specifi- 
cally excludes recyclables from 
such regulation. 

Nevertheless, in September 
1992, the Health Department began 
warning all WRT customers that 
they were violating the law by con- 
tracting for solid-waste disposal 
with someone other than Norcal. 
WRT took the department to court 
and won a temporary injunction 
from Judge Stuart Pollak, requiring 
the department to leave WRT’s 
clients alone. Three weeks later, 
Pollak reversed himself and dis- 
solved the injunction, forcing WRT 
to give up all business obtained 
under their new service. Pollak 
wrote that material collected for a 
fee cannot be considered recy- 
clable, and that WRT’s service 
could not therefore be considered 
recycling. 

That reasoning has recyclers 
worried. “The judge appears 
unaware of the nature of recy- 
cling,” said Beryl Magilavy, for- 
mer director of San Francisco 
Community Recyclers. “Whether it 
costs more to recycle something 
than you can get for it reflects the 
state of the market, not the innate 
recyclability of the material. Most 
recycling operations, including the 
curbside program, cost money to 
run.” 

Magilavy believes the city’s rea- 
son for enforcing the refuse ordi- 
nance in this case was economic. 
“Norcal has financial problems, 
and they have to collect from the 
whole city. If they let independents 
skim off the cream of the commer- 
cial accounts, the ones with a lot of 
high-value recyclables, it will cost 
Norcal money. And WRT does 
admit to disposing nonrecyclables 
in the landfill, in violation of the 
ordinance.” 

Small-business owners say Nor- 
cal already charges them far more 
than residents pay for the same ser- 
vice, and many observers expect 
the waste giant to ask for rate 
increases this spring. 

WRT representative Robert 
Johnson and others say the refuse 
ordinance should be changed; a 
view shared by Sen. Quentin Kopp 
(I-SF), who said that if an initiative 
campaign to break up Norcal’s 
monopoly is started, he will sup- 
port it. Although no such initiative 
is in the works at the moment, 
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Former president Jimmy Carter greets well-wishers Thursday, 
Feb. 4, after signing copies of his new book Turning Point at A 
Clean Well-Lighted Place for Books in San Francisco. More than 
2,700 people showed up for the signing over two days. 





Johnson expects to win in the Court 
of Appeals. “We recycle Styro- 
foam, sheet plastic, even cloth,” he 
said. “We have the most compre- 
hensive commercial recycling pro- 
gram in town. We shouldn’t be 
forced out of business.”

UPDATES 


-Open-government advocates 

have persuaded the Budget Com- 
mittee of San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors to substantially reduce 
fees that will be charged to receive 
board agendas through the mail. 
The matter will be considered by 
the full board Feb. 16. 

Originally, board clerk John 
Taylor had proposed charging $120 
a year to mail out agendas for 
Board of Supervisors meetings. 
There is currently no charge. Under 
the revised plan, a year’s “subscrip- 
tion” to the board’s agenda would 
cost $26. 

The revised fee structure was, 
developed after the Bay Guardian 
drew attention to the proposal, 
which had quietly slipped through 
an earlier Finance Committee hear- 
ing and had been tentatively 


approved by the board. Activist and ~ 


lawyer Sue Hestor led a protest that 
convinced the committee the fees 
should be reduced. 

“The only way the public can 
stay on top of things without haunt- 
ing City Hall is to get agendas in 
the mail,” Hestor told the board’s 
Budget Committee Feb. 3. 

Under the new fee schedule, a 
year of agendas for the board’s 
Finance/Budget Committee would 
cost $15, down from the previously 
proposed $70. Other board com- 
mittees that meet weekly would 
also charge $15 for a year of mailed 
agendas. For committees meeting 
twice a month, the subscription 
would cost $7; for committees 
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meeting monthly, $4. 

However, a year’s subscription 
to the board’s minutes would still 
cost a hefty $240 a year, or $3 per 
copy, while the full board agenda 
packet with backup documentation 
would remain priced at $290 per 
year, or $4 per packet. 

The charges, allowed under the 
California Open Meetings and Pub- 
lic Records acts, were proposed 
this year to help the city balance its 
budget, which has a projected 
deficit of $250 million. 


- The San Francisco Civil Grand 
Jury has chastised the city’s Plan- 


* ning Commission for failing to 


review a single permit application 
in almost a year. 

The grand jury, in a report 
released Feb. 3, noted that the Plan- 
ning Commission has denied all 
requests for “discretionary review” 
since March 1992, when commis- 
sioners appointed by Mayor Frank 
Jordan replaced those appointed by 
former mayor Art Agnos (see On 
Guard, 8/19/92). By comparison, 
previous commissioners approved 
150 discretionary reviews in 1991. 

Under discretionary review, city 
residents can request special hear- 
ings to reconsider construction or 
remodeling projects even if the pro- 
jects meet city codes. 

The grand jury’s report, which 
has no enforcement power, notes 
that the Planning Commission has 
refused all requests for hearings 
“although present commissioners 
and staff of the city’s Planning 
Department have acknowledged 
that there have been valid objec- 
tions presented by San Francisco 
residents to proposed projects.” 

Grand jurors said the commis- 
sion’s refusal to hear discretionary 
reviews has resulted in ever-greater 
numbers of appeals to the city’s 
Board of Permit Appeals, “which 
has neither the staff nor the proce- 
dures to conduct a large number of 
teviews.”

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Gays split on 
goal of joining 


the itary 


MANY gay people 
are mobilizing to 
demand open accep- 
tance in the military, 

some gay veterans are questioning 
the assumption that military service 
is worth fighting for. They disagree 
with the way the military is used and 
say the promises made by recruiters 
to economically disadvantaged 
youth often fail to materialize. 

Gay veteran Daniel Ward isa 
member of Lesbians and Gays 
Against Intervention (LAGAI), a 
Bay Area group formed during the 
Gulf War, which has launched a 
campaign to educate the gay com- 
munity — especially gay youth — 
about military service. He said he 
was lured into the Navy “by the 
promise of a steady salary.” But, he 
said, although he did earn a little 
more money in the Navy than he had 
previously made working at Jack in 
the Box, his military training in 
communications never translated 
into a civilian job. 

A recent study by Ohio State 
University shows that Ward’s expe- 
rience is common. Researchers 
found that only 12 percent of men 
and 6 percent of women vets use the 
skills they learned in the military in 
civilian jobs. 

Janine Abernathy, an African 
American lesbian from Oakland 
who served six years in the Navy, 
said she is participating in LAGAI’s 
efforts because she thinks young 
people need to have as much infor- 
mation as possible before choosing 
to join the military. “If I had it to do 
over again,” she said, “I would have 
gone down to the Pacific Center [a 
lesbian and gay counseling center] 
instead, and stayed in school.” 

Leonard McNeil, who counsels 
youth in Oakland as part of the 
American Friends Service Commit- 
tee’s (AFSC) Peace and Justice 
Youth Outreach Project, said Aber- 
nathy’s experience is not unusual. 
“Much of the training is specific and 
unique to the military,” said McNeil, 
“and has no civilian usefulness.” 

Michael Job, a gay Vietnam vet- 
eran and peace activist, says the 
experiences of African Americans, 
who fought to be allowed to enter 
the military only to encounter severe 
discrimination, should serve as a les- 
son to the gay community — as 
should the experiences of women, 
who fought a similar battle with sim- 
ilar results. 

Job thinks the lesbian and gay 
community’s time and energy 
would be better spent enacting a fed- 
eral civil rights package. He plans to 
speak on the subject at the upcoming 
Lesbian and Gay March on Wash- 
ington. LAGAI will be there too, 
and in the meantime will be working 
with lesbian and gay youth groups 


and distributing information in the 
street. McNeil said the AFSC pro- 
vides information, not only on life in 
the military, but also on such alter- 
natives as trade schools, community 
colleges, and apprenticeship pro- 
grams.

San Rafael OKs 
controversial 
day job center 


IE CONTROVERSY over for- 
mer attorney general nomi- 
nee Zoé Baird’s hiring of 
illegal immigrants, say 

some Marin residents and business 
owners, gave them the impetus to 
speak out against the city’s plan to 
opena job center for day laborers in 
San Rafael’s Canal Area. Despite 
increased opposition, the City Coun- 
cil voted 4-1 last week for prelimi- 
nary approval of the job center. 

Just a few months ago, everyone 
seemed to agree that the job center 
was the best way to deal with resi- 
dents’ objections to the several hun- 
dred, mostly Hispanic men who 
gather on area streets looking for 
work. (See “Inalienable Fights,” 
4/1/92.) But recently, two groups 
that helped the city draft the propos- 
al for a city-run job center, the Canal 
Property and Business Owners 
Association (CPBA) and the Marin 
Labor Council, withdrew their sup- 
port, citing concerns about hiring 
immigrants who are in this country 
illegally. 

According to the plan passed by 
the council, the city-supported job 
center would furnish information to 
both workers and employers about 
employment laws and responsibili- 
ties. The city would provide a lot 
large enough for the men to gather, 
with a trailer to be purchased with a 
$34,000 federal grant. The Marin 
Community Foundation will help 
pay operating costs with a two-year 
$144,000 grant. 

Tom Wilson, executive director 
of the Canal Community Alliance, a 
service agency for low-income peo- 
ple, thanked the council for its effort 
toward meeting “the needs of all 
people by providing a dignified 
place to seek work.” Wilson charac- 
terized the opposition as “racially 
motivated.” Rick Altman of Marin 
Immigration Reform countered: 
“What does race have to do with it? 
It’s wrong for the council to sponsor 
a hiring hall for illegal aliens. It will 
be a magnet to draw them to this 
community.” ; 

Another resident, Ralph Merola, 
who works for the County Probation 
Department, warned: “There are 
wider implications for what you’re 
planning to do. The county just hired 
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10 new eligibility workers for Medi- 
Cal — five are bilingual. Last year 
San Rafael paid $300,000 to the 
county for booking fees. The county 
budgeted $400,000 a year for trans- 
lation services.” 

The City Council will take a final 
vote in March or April, and the cen- 
ter could open as soon as April or 
May.

‘What's ina 
name?’ asks 
San Jose paper 


HE METRO, a San Jose 

newsweekly, has asked a 

federal appeals court to 

stop the daily San Jose 
Mercury News from using the name 
of a popular Metro column for a 
competing free newspaper pub- 
lished by the Mercury News. 

The Mercury News prints an 
entertainment weekly called “Eye” 
in the same tabloid style as the 
Metro. The Metro objects to the use 
of the name, which it uses for its 
most popular column, “Public Eye,” 
often referred to as “Eye,” according 
to Metro executive editor Dan Pul- 
crano. 

The Metro lost a court challenge 
in September 1991, when U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Spencer Williams 
of San Francisco ruled that column 
names cannot be trademarked. 

The Mercury News, represented 
by attorney Terrence A. Callan of 
the San Francisco firm Pillsbury 
Madison & Sutro, contends that 
since the weekly Metro is not identi- 
fied as a newspaper by the name 
“Eye,” there is no trademark infrac- 
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tion. 

But Metro legal counsel John 
Alioto of San Francisco argued Fri- 
day, Feb. 5, before the U.S. 9th Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals that the earlier 
District Court decision “is plain 
error.” 

“Hundreds of newspaper and 
magazine column titles are trade- 
marked,” Alioto wrote in his open- 
ing brief. He cited the “Talk of the 
Town” column in the New Yorker 
magazine, “Who’s News” in the 
Wall Street Journal, and the “Dubi- 
ous Achievement Awards” in 
Esquire magazine. 

The federal appeals court is 
expected to rule on the matter in 
March. If the panel of judges — 
Stephen Reinhardt, Betty B. Fletch- 
er, and John Noonan — throws out 
the earlier decision, the case goes 
back to district court, where Alioto 
said he plans to plans to file an 
injunction against the Mercury

Search begins 
in secret for 


KQED prez 


1E SEARCH for a replace- 
ment for departing KQED 
president Tony Tiano will 
start in a secret session 
Thursday, Feb. 11. The Committee 
to Save KQED, an independent 
watchdog group, is calling for an 
open selection process that includes 
public input. 
Save KQED wants the public to 


help establish criteria for choosing 
the new public-broadcast station 
president. The group maintains that, 
in addition to the necessary manage- 
rial and broadcasting experience, the 
president should: 

® increase local service to 
KQED’s community supporters and 
diverse audience, 

® maintain working relationships 
with labor, community representa- 
tives, and independent film and 
video producers. 

® show a commitment to local 
public-affairs and news programs. 

“At this point of KQED’s histo- 
ry, the decision for the next CEO 
should be made in an open process, 
with due care so that KQED can go 
forward on a new path with a broad 
trust of all segments of our commu- 
nity,” said board member Henry 
Kroll. 

The group argues that the board 
should steer away from candidates 
with corporate, commercial, and 
cable television ties and sympathies. 

Tiano resigned last month ina 
cloud of controversy over his failure 
to curb KQED’s declining member- 
ship, his increase of corporate and 
commercial sponsorship, and his 
tesistance to local community pro- 
gramming. 

The board selected a committee 
to find a new president during its 
Jan. 28 meeting but didn’t vote on 
whether the first committee meeting 
should be open to the public, accord- 
ing to Kroll. At press time neither 
KQED board chair Charlyn Harvey, 
who also chairs the search commit- 
tee, nor KQED legal counsel Terry 
Lippert had returned Bay Guardian 
phone calls. 

To urge the board to adopt an 
open selection process, Kroll sug- 
gests calling KQED board secretary 
Jeannie Wong at (415) 553-2484.

ALVIN WELCH likes to say that any district-elec- 

tions measure on the San Francisco ballot gets 

an automatic 9,000 votes — from the candi- 

dates. I’d say that’s a fairly conservative esti- 
mate: Almost everyone I know, with the possible excep- 
tions of Calvin Welch and Jim Balderston, has delusions 
of supervisorial grandeur. 

So the next time a serious district-elections proposal 
starts making the rounds, every one of those 9,000 candi- 
dates will start acting like a politician —ike a selfish lit- 
tle baby, who needs and wants and could care less about 
anything else in the world. 

I watched this lovely spectacle unfold back in 1987, 
when a lot of us agreed that district elections had a real 
chance of winning. After nine years of Dianne Feinstein, 
the city was ready for a change; reforming the Board of 
Supervisors seemed as appealing as 
electing a new mayor. 

And it might have been, too, except 
for The Problem. All 9,000 candidates, 
and their 18,000 would-be City Hall 
aides, and their 27,000 closest friends, 
were looking for a way to draw them- 
selves a guaranteed winnable seat. 

Yeah, there were legitimate inter- 
ests, too: Gays wanted to be sure they’d 
have a couple of gay districts, and 
blacks wanted a couple of black dis- 
tricts, and Asians wanted at least a cou- 
ple of Asian districts, and Latinos want- 
edat least one Latino district, and pro- 
gressives wanted at least six progres- 
sive districts, and all those groups want- 
ed to protect their favorite incumbents. 

The process wasn’t pretty, and the outcome wasn’t per- 
fect. Almost everyone walked away mad; some probably 
had entirely reasonable gripes. But the task was impossi- 
ble, by definition: You can’t create 11 districts in San 
Francisco that will satisfy every possible candidate and 
constituency, or even all those with a real, legitimate right 
to be represented at City Hall. 

And folks, that’s incredibly stupid. Because right now, 
I don’t think you can draw bad district lines. Any Board of 
Supervisors elected from any 11 contiguous districts of 
roughly equal population in the city of San Francisco will 
be far more balanced, representative, and accountable 
than the one we have today. 

Go ahead and try it — I have. Draw me 11 districts that 
will give us a worse board than we have now. Show me 
how African Americans, Latinos, Asians, and gays could 
possibly lose more than they gain. Show me district lines 
that will give us six conservative supervisors. Show mea 
plan where Bill Maher, Annemarie Conroy, and Barbara 
Kaufman all have a serious chance at reelection. 

You can’t do it. Not in 1993. Not in San Francisco, 

In San Francisco, in 1993, I’m not at all convinced that 
an Asian or gay candidate wouldn’t get elected from west 
of Twin Peaks, or that a black or Latino wouldn’t win in 
Noe Valley. I’m not convinced you’d need a district with 
60 percent black registration to elect an African American 
candidate or that a district with 60 percent Asian registra- 
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tion would be certain to elect an Asian. 

Now, with citywide elections, San Francisco has a 
board that is 81 percent white. With term limits, the last 
black and Asian incumbents will soon be gone. And the 
odds of any non-white candidate winning an at-large seat 
are too small to calculate. 

We can fight over district lines forever, and all we'll 
ever do is lose. Seems to me we ought to kick the whole 
thing over to somebody’s desktop computer. 

It’s easy: Input the relevant figures, and any half-wit- 
ted machine can come up with 11 districts that meet the 
basic standard. Nothing fancy, nothing funny. Just let the 
computer draw 11 little boxes — and everybody can quit 
whining and get with the program. We’ll all be a lot better 
off. 


FLUSH TWICE 


I spent most of last week learning how to keep crackers 
and ginger ale out of the toilet bowl. It’s pretty easy, once 
you get the technique: All you have to 
do is stop eating. Then it becomes a war 
of attrition, and eventually the flu virus 
has to give up. 

In the meantime, you spend a lot of 
time with nothing to do but read the fine 
print on the inside pages of the Chroni- 
cle — which is how I learned that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was 
looking into the Jerrold Hall shooting. 

The local dailies didn’t consider this 
front-page news, but I’m pretty amazed. 
Here we have an issue that two months 
ago had attracted no attention anywhere 
in the Bay Area, that was blacked out by 
the major news media and headed for 
criminal oblivion — and now it’s a big 
deal, a real, live federal case. 

And maybe some day soon we'll get an attorney gener- 
al who paid her baby-sitter’s Social Security and didn’t 
inhale or work for Playboy, and the Justice Department 
will be able to take the BART Police Department to court 
for a crime that actually matters. 

In the meantime, BART has a few new problems. Last 
week the BART cops finally found a person they say was 
the victim of the alleged train robbery that brought officer 
Fred Crabtree to the Hayward Station with his shotgun. 
and led to the death of the 19-year-old African American 
kid. Unfortunately, the guy sounds like either a drunk or a 
pathological liar — his taped statement contradicts almost 
everything every other witness to the event has described. 

So BART is scrambling desperately for public-rela- 
tions cover, and the Oakland Tribune seems to be happy 
to play along. Here’s the latest line, direct from the front 
page of the Feb. 8 Trib: All those people protesting the 
Hall shooting are actually communists. 

For real — here’s a quote, right from Joel Maybury’s 
story: “BART Police question the sincerity of groups like 
CopWatch. “We’ve had everybody from the CopWatch 
people, the Revolutionary Communist Party, and the 
Peace and Freedom Party,’ [BART deputy police chief 
Kevin] Sharp said. ‘I think they see it as a podium to 
speak out on what they feel are the ills of society.’ ” 

Imagine that. @ 
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City Hall: Let the sun shine in 


ROM THE DAYS of the highbinders on the 

waterfront, to Southern Pacific’s Octo- 

pus, to PG&E’s multimillion-dollar 

lock on City Hall, San Francisco has 
from the beginning been a fount of political cor- 
ruption. In response, the city has produced pub- 
lic officials like Hiram Johnson, the fighting DA 
who put boss Abe Reuf in jail and helped inspire 
progressive reforms such as the initiative, refer- 
endum, and recall. 

That’s why we’re delighted to see Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg continue the local tradition 
of political reform with her timely, six-part, 
good government package. 

It’s an excellent piece of work, well thought 
out, with superb staff work by Joseph van Es- 
Ballesteros, that would bring much needed sun- 
shine, open government, and accountability to 
San Francisco government. 

The San Francisco Sunshine Law (ordi- 
nance): The centerpiece is the Sunshine Law, 
drafted by Terry Francke, executive director of 
the California First Amendment Coalition, at 
the request of the sponsoring local Northern 
California chapter of the Society of Professional 
Journalists. In a city of endless political wran- 
gles and raging paranoias, the Sunshine Law 
would provide the public with the means to have 
the best informed citizens and the best access to 
government of any city or county in the nation. 
(For more information on how to participate in 
the Sunshine hearings, see Alerts, Page 15.) 

Thirty-day review of all legislation before the 
supervisors (ordinance): Essential, for all the 
reasons obvious to anybody who has watched 
the board wrestle with the Giants’ concessions, 
the proposed sale of city parkland to the 
Olympic Club, the sellout PG&E contracts, et 
al. Under this proposal, only emergency legisla- 
tion, by unanimous consent of the board, can be 
heard prior to 30 days. 

Electronic filing of campaign financial dis- 
closure statements on computer diskette (ordi- 
nance): Would enable the public and the press to 
see more quickly and easily who is investing 
how much in whom. And it would give the Reg- 
istrar of Voters and the California Fair Political 


Practices Commission the ability to immediate- 
ly cross-reference campaign donations and 
reports and see if any of these investments are 
illegal. 

Board meetings outside City Hall in the 
neighborhoods (charter amendment): Would 
make government more accessible to the public 
and encourage more citizen participation by 
allowing the board to hold meetings in the 
neighborhoods. City Hall will soon be closed for 
earthquake repair and the board will be forced to 
hold weekly meetings in the War Memorial 
Building. Why not in the neighborhoods, and in 
the evenings or on Saturdays when more people 
can come? 

Mayoral succession (charter amendment): - 
Would clear up a major problem by allowing the 
voters, instead of the supervisors, to decide who 
becomes mayor in the event the office is vacat- 
ed. The charter amendment would require that, 
in the event of vacancy, the board president 
would become mayor pro tem. Then, a special 
mayoral election would be called to fill the seat, 
no later than 120 days after the vacancy occurs. 
(Currently, if the mayor vacates the office, the 
board president becomes mayor upon confirma- 
tion by the supervisors.) 

Supervisorial succession (charter amend- 
ment): Now, in the case of the departing Achten- 
berg, the mayor can appoint a successor to fill 
out her four-year term. Achtenberg’s charter 
amendment would require the appointee to run 
for election in the next scheduled election to 
complete the term of the seat to which they were 
appointed. This would put pressure on the 
mayor to appoint people with a public record 
and community base — not Annemarie Conroy 
types out of nowhere who would most likely be 
defeated. 

We urge the members of the Supervisors’ 
Rules Committee (Alioto, Bierman, Conroy) 
and the board to give full hearings and approval 
to this splendid installment of political reform. It 
will be a most fitting legacy to Achtenberg’s 
term as supervisor and a proper sendoff to her 
Washington post as the country’s highest rank- 
ing openly gay public official. 


Nannygate — the real lessons 


HE REAL LESSONS of Nannygate are 

being largely ignored in the ongoing 

revelation that.a large percentage of 

potential federal officials depend on 
immigrants to work in their homes. What this 
tempest reveals is the usually unacknowl- 
edged fact that the American economy — not 
just a few dozen Washington, D.C., house- 
holds — depends heavily on the work of 
immigrants, with or without the proper docu- 
ments. 

Today the work of Latino and Asian immi- 
grants supports California’s most lucrative 
industries, from agriculture to tourism to com- 
puter manufacturing (see “The Underside of 
High Tech,” 1/27/93). 

“Numerous studies suggest that the long- 
run benefits of immigration greatly exceed 
any short-run costs,” wrote the U.S. Council 
of Economic Advisors in a 1990 report. “The 
unskilled jobs taken by immigrants in years 
past often complemented the skilled jobs typi- 
cally filled by the native-born population, 
increasing employment and income for the 
population as a whole.” 

But the Zoé Baird hearings have combined 
with Gov. Pete Wilson’s inflammatory anti- 
immigrant rhetoric to provoke a frightening 
upsurge of hostility. As Kate Fitzsimmons 


reports on Page 10, Marin residents reported 
that publicity around the hearing gave them 
the courage to speak out against creating a job 
center for immigrant day laborers. 

The anti-immigrant movement, well orga- 
nized in national and local groups, claimed 
credit for derailing Baird’s nomination, and 
seems to be viewing her Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearing the same way feminists 
saw the testimony of Anita Hill — as a rally- 
ing point for pushing their agenda. 

In California these groups have responded 
with an upsurge of activity and ever-more- 
explicit hate: Now calls to exclude undocu- 
mented children from public schools join 
demands for Army patrols at the border. 

Such groups are encouraged and nurtured 
by the continuous anti-immigrant rhetoric 
from Wilson, and recently from Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein (see Beltway Guardian, Page 19). 
Wilson has been using the governorship as a 
bully pulpit to stir up hostility toward immi- 
grants, legal and illegal, by falsely blaming 
them for the state budget crisis. In fact, many 
authoritative studies show that immigrants 
pay more in taxes than they use in services. 

We can start building a stronger, healthier 
community for everyone — wherever they were 
born — only by rejecting this scapegoating.

The web of nature

Y PARENTS called to congratulate 

me on our legal victory. Just 

hours before Clinton’s inaugura- 

tion, the Bush administration 
tried to transfer 1,000 acres of federal land at 
Ward Valley to the state of California to con- 
struct a radioactive waste dump 18 miles from 
the Colorado River in the Mojave desert. Our 
coalition of environmental groups obtained a 
temporary restraining order in federal court to 
stop the last-minute maneuver. The judge 
agreed that converting prime habitat for the 
threatened desert tortoise into a nuclear dump 
would violate the Endangered Species Act. 

‘My mother said, “Don’t they care about the 

water?” 

My father asked, “Tell me, son, what’s 
really more important to you, stopping the 
dump or saving the tortoise?” The answer 
seemed natural to me, but I had a hard time 
convincing him that the two sides of the equa- 
tion were intimately related. 

The preservation of threatened plants and 
animals is often characterized as direct com- 
petition with economic development: the spot- 
ted owl vs. jobs, the snail darter vs. the dam, 
the desert tortoise vs. the nuclear waste dump. 

But in the final analysis it is more cost- 
effective to maintain healthy ecosystems. The 
degradation of watersheds, emissions of nox- 
ious fumes, destruction of wetlands, contami- 
nation of rivers and lakes, defoliation of 
forests, poisoning by oil spills, and erosion of 
topsoils all result in expensive and wasteful 
resource-management practices. A chain reac- 
tion of environmental problems can become 
an uncontrollable nightmare of disasters. 

My father thought that the use of the 
Endangered Species Act was an ingenious and 
pragmatic strategy to stop the dump project at 
the eleventh hour. He was right. He congratu- 
lated me for cleverness, but he was not sure of 
my motivations. So I decided to go for broke. 

I told him that the inspiration for my work 
in the environmental movement is my love of 
nature. I travel to the desert often and study 
the rocks and the flora and fauna. I hike down 
marble canyons observing owls half hidden in 
mesquite trees displaying vibrant yellow blos- 
soms tended by bees. I marvel at the grace of 
the sidewinder as it glides over sand dunes 


deposited over centuries. I’ve watched a pere- 
grine falcon strike a grouse at 90 miles per 
hour, and then turn and reclaim its prey from 
the air. I’ve observed the desert tortoise on its 
daily routine of harvesting cactus flowers in 
deliberate movements, a way of life for the 
past 70 million years. 

My senses alert and receptive, I explore the 
intricate overlay of relationships in nature, my 
teacher. And I enter as a human animal into 
the spirit of the wild. I’ve seen the careless and 
violent path of dirt bikes crushing burrows, 
smashing sagebrush, and eroding fragile soils. 
I’ve studied how strip mines, gold mines, cop- 
per mines, and silver mines leach poisons into 
the groundwater. I’ve researched the incidents 
of stillbirths, mutations, and cancer in families 
downwind from nuclear facilities. I’ve 
observed thé unholy alliance of corporate and 
government criminals at work. 

Ihave an imagination. I can understand the 
gravity of dumping cesium, strontium, and 
plutonium into shallow, unlined trenches near 
the Colorado River, sending a deadly plume of 
contamination through the ecosystem for the 
next 12,000 generations. 

Due to encroachments on its habitat, the 
desert tortoise population in the Mojave 
Desert has been diminished by 50 percent in 
the past five to seven years. According to the 
WorldWatch Institute, more than 150 species 
worldwide become extinct every day. 
Although extinction is a natural process, the 
current rate of species loss may be from 1,000 
to 10,000 times what it was before human 
intervention. 

The problem inherent in symbolizing an 
entire ecosystem with a single species is that 
you extract the species from its environment 
in order to save it. I am tired of putting out 
fires. I want to move closer to the heart of the 
problem and work to change public con- 
sciousness in revolutionary ways. The desert 
tortoise is not separate from its natural home, 
its web of support. 

And neither are we. 

“Now you’ re talking,” my father said, 
finally satisfied. @

Can parents 
save schools? 


Will SFUSD’s new initiatives finally include 
the schools’ greatest untapped-resource ?

FEVER A school faced stagger- 

ing educational challenges, it’s 

Golden Gate Elementary in the 

Western Addition: 80 percent 
of the students are bused in; 80 per- 
cent don’t speak English at home; 
and most of the English-speaking 
children are from low-income fami- 
lies. 

But a visitor entering Golden 
Gate sees peaceful, cheery class- 
rooms — mostly bilingual class- 
rooms, with a minimum of disci- 
plinary problems — where students 
are absorbed in writing and reading. 

It wasn’t always like this. Like a 
number of other schools in the San 
Francisco Unified School District, 
Golden Gate has received a shower 
of extra educational goodies — a 
mental health team, a computer lab, 
resource teachers, and special pro- 
grams — paid for by state desegre- 
gation funds. But parents say, and a 
recent official desegregation report 
confirms, that the extras didn’t seem 
to make much difference in the 
overall quality of the kids’ experi- 
ence. 

Now, however, Golden Gate has 
a ctucial new ingredient that’s evi- 
dent as soon as you walk into a 
classroom: The school is full of vol- 
unteers. 

Parents work with groups of sec- 
ond-graders in their own language; 
others help children navigate learn- 
ing programs on the school’s Apple 
computers. Grandmothers read to 
individual kids, or listen while the 
children read to them. Resource 
teacher Paula Niland is one of the 
few staff members in the San Fran- 
cisco school system specifically 
assigned to coordinate volunteers as 
part of her job. She recruits seniors 
and community residents, as well as 
parents, and makes them welcome 
— even in the faculty lounge. 

The volunteers give Golden Gate 
some strong advantages. Especially 
with California class sizes now the 
highest in the nation, a couple of 
extra adults in a classroom enable 
the teacher to break a class into man- 
ageable groups. Teachers are freed 
from the constant fight for discipline 
so common in overcrowded class- 
rooms; they actually have time to 
teach. 

And there are other benefits. “We 
do crafts and activities and field 
trips,” says parent and volunteer 
Shirley Walker. “We have meetings 
to figure out how we can help the 
school. Nothing is more important 
than my children’s education.” 


SERIOUS REFORM 


Community-building and parent 
participation are the core of Yale 
professor James Comer’s education- 
reform model, which Golden Gate 
and three other San Francisco ele- 
mentary schools are now working to 
implement. 

Golden Gate principal Samuel 
Louie is a firm believer. “We 
include parents in everything, 
including the management team,” he 
says. “We don’t just want them to 
come to meetings; we want them to 
bea vital part.” Pointing to walls 
covered with student art, science 
projects, and photographs, Louie

says: “We’ve already seen changes 
here. In the past, we’d see plain 
white walls, like an institution. Now 
we feel like a family.” 

The Comer program is one of 
several educational-reform models 
now being tried out in various San 
Francisco public schools. Some are 
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strictly concemed with teaching 
methods within the school, but oth- 
ers, like the Comer model, focus on 
integrating school and community. 
The Marshall School in the Mission 
District, for example, is working on 
what it calls a “parent empowerment 
model.” And the new 21st Century 


School in Bayview is building par- 
ent participation into its program 
right from the start, as well as offer- 
ing health and social services at the 
school, to attract parents and make 
the school a center of the communi- 


Optimists see these efforts as a 


significant breakthrough in tearing 
down the barriers between school 
and family that are typical of San 
Francisco and many other urban 
school systems. But despite years of 
official policy declarations and task 
forces, close connections between 
parent and school remain the excep- 
tion rather than the rule, and many 
schools still effectively shut parents 
out: Some don’t translate parent 
information or meetings into all the 
major languages parents speak. Few 
have staff people assigned to reach 
out to parents and find ways of 
involving them. Few have arranged 
transportation to the school for par- 
ents whose children are bused in 
from distant neighborhoods. Parents 
are often invited to come in only for 
an occasional meeting or annual 
open house. And principals and 
teachers rarely encourage parents to 
come when school is in session 
unless their child is in trouble. 

Without a strong districtwide 
commitment to a radical redefinition © 
of the relationship between parents 
and schools, the experiments now 
taking place at schools like Golden 
Gate could remain just a few isolat- 
ed “points of light.” 


HELP OR THREAT? 


“Parent volunteering is a win-win 
situation,” says Arlene Silverman of 
San Francisco School Volunteers 
(SFSV), the nonprofit agency that 
coordinates the school district’s vol- 
unteer programs. “Parents find out 
what’s going on in the school, and 
the teacher gets extra help.” 

But there’s an unspoken truth 
that the “win-win” concept glosses 
over: Parents finding out and “inter- 
fering with” what’s going on in 
school is the last thing some teachers 
and principals want. 

“There are some teachers who 
aren’t doing their job,” says Marina 
Middle School PTA president 
Dolores Godwin. “Having a parent 
in their classroom can upset that.” 
Teachers often feel especially 
threatened by minority parents, 
sometimes to a ridiculous degree. 

African American mothers and 
fathers have gone to classrooms to 
talk about their children and wound 
up ejected from school by the 
police. Low-income and minority 
people often feel intimidated by 
schools anyway; it doesn’t take 
much hostility to keep them away 
permanently. 

When parents are around the 
school, they not only learn what’s 
going on. They also feel more confi- 
dent about taking action. Godwin 
tells how she resolved a situation at 
John Swett Elementary. “One 
teacher was always putting minority 
students out of her classroom, never 
the white students. We went all the 
way to the school district with it. 
They wound up replacing the teach- 
er. If we hadn’t been there volun- 
teering, we wouldn’t have known 
about it. If you’re just casually walk- 
ing through, everything looks fine.” 

Schools that don’t want boat- 
rockers like Godwin around ignore 
parents and hope that they will just 
go away. Often they do. “Many par- 
ents are afraid,” says Godwin. 
“Some feel they don’t have educa-

tion themselves, so they can’t help. 
But there’s always something a par- 
ent can do. You really have to go out 
and get them and invite them in. Tell 
them, ‘We need your help.’ ” 


FIXING THINGS 


Some parents don’t need an invita- 
tion. Roland Willis is a Hunters 
Point parent whose child is bused to 

Hoover Middle School in the Sun- 
set. A semi-retired garment manu- 
facturer, he simply started spending 
time at the school. 

“No one’s going to call you,” 
Willis says. “They’re too busy to 
call. I just walk in the door, walk 
into classrooms. If they’re uncom- 
fortable, that’s their problem. We’re 
not trying to take over. We have a 
right to be there.” 

Willis donates fabric from his 
business to Hoover’s home eco- 
nomics classes, and helps out in the 
gym and in the classroom. But per- 
haps his most important contribu- 
tion is his presence as a concerned 
member of the community the kids 
come from. 

“I see kids in the hall,” says 
Willis. “I ask them, ‘Why aren’t you 
in class?’ They see someone from 
the community who’s interested, 
and they respect that. It changes 
kids’ attitudes toward the school.” 

Willis also takes action on some 
of the more practical problems of 
busing between Hunters Point and 
Hoover. When he started spending 
time at Hoover, he found that the 
buses from Hunters Point were 
chronically late, disrupting first- 
period classes and putting the 
Hunters Point students at a disad- 
vantage. “I called Transportation, 
got the principal, went down to talk 
to the superintendent, and we got the 
problem fixed,” he says. “Usually 
you can.” 

But there are not enough people 
like Willis and Goodwin, with the 
skills, resources, and self-confi- 
dence to wade right in — and not 
enough principals like Hoover’s 
Ron Pang, who are open-minded 
enough to appreciate their help. For 
real change in the relationship 
between parent and school, it is the 
schools that will have to act to over- 
come the formidable barriers keep- 
ing them apart. 


CLOSED DOORS 


The roadblock most often cited by 
both parents and school staff is San 
Francisco’s school busing program.

According to Pang: “When students 
are bused in, communication can 
break down. Parents without cars 
can’t get here to get involved as 
much as we would like.” Parents at 
recent Bayview community meet- 
ings repeatedly complained that 
two-hour-plus Muni round-trips 
kept them away from their chil- 
dren’s schools. 

That frustration is fueling some 
of the sentiment for re-examining 
the busing plan. But in the mean- 
time, Pang and Willis are working 
on a solution: connecting Hoover 
with a community center and pro- 
viding transportation from the cen- 
ter to the school. 

Willis says all schools with low- 
income students — even if they’re 
across town — should connect with 
community groups in the students’ 
neighborhoods. “The community 
groups have programs and access to 
resources,” he says. “They’re trying 
to pull in kids, but where are the 
kids? They’re at the schools. We 
could use school transportation to 
bring the community groups to the 
schools and the kids home to the 
community centers.” 

Immigrant parents face extra bar- 
riers. “Our parents don’t speak 
English, and they may be uneducat- 
ed,” says Gloria Bonilla of Centro 
Latino de San Francisco, a Mission 
District community agency. “Cul- 
turally, they may believe they don’t 
belong in school. They have great 
respect for the teachers and princi- 
pals and do not want to challenge 
them. And they may not understand 
what’s going on. For example, the 
district’s new strategic plan still 
hasn’t been printed in Spanish.” 

While some schools translate 
printed information into the main 
languages of their students’ parents 
and more are beginning to conduct 
parent meetings in several lan- 
guages at once, many have no staff 
members who speak the parents’ 
languages. But creative solutions 
and the help of bilingual parents can 
turn some of these problems into 
resources, as evidenced in the case 
of Golden :Gate, which draws on the 
language skills of parent volunteers 
to work with children who aren’t 
proficient in English. 

Many parents, of course, can’t 
volunteer in their children’s school 
because they work all day. But 
retirees and other family and com- 
munity members can fill some of the 
gap. Schools can also find ways to 
include parents on evenings and 
weekends, participating in meet-

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ings, producing newsletters and 
other parent information, and doing 
weekend fix-up projects like the 
citywide school paint-in that 
spruced up over 100 schools last 
fall. 

More daunting than the practical 
problems can be the psychological 
barriers. Parents without much edu- 
cation themselves often feel they 
have nothing to contribute to the 
school. They need active encourage- 
ment from school staff people like 
Golden Gate’s Niland, who empha- 
sizes that even a parent with little 
education can spend time reading or 
being read do, or simply talking 
with a child who might otherwise 
disrupt the class. “Any one-on-one 
contact with an adult makes a child 
feel special,” Niland says. 

Sometimes to recruit parents you 
need another parent — a live wire 
like Dolores Godwin or Maria Fadli 
of Marshall. Fadli heads the PTA 
and a couple of other committees as 
well. She runs parent meetings in 
Spanish and cajoles reluctant par- 
ents to stretch themselves, to take 
responsibility for fund-raising 
events or gardening projects. “If you 
don’t ask them, they won’t do it,” 
she says. 

All parents, whatever their work 
schedule or educational level, can 
do the most important education- 
support job of all — working at 
home with their own children. Many 
teachers build into the curriculum 
projects to send home for parent and 
child to work on together. SFSV’s 
Parent Involvement Project pro- 
vides learning games, toys, and 
other creative materials that children 
take home and use with their par- 
ents, reinforcing the lessons learned 
in school. “Nothing is more impor- 
tant than parents reading with their 
kids,” says Golden Gate teacher 
Phyllis Matsuno. 

Community groups like Centro 
Latino de San Francisco and the Mis- 
sion Reading Center teach parents, 
who may be unable to read them- 
selves, how to read and write with 
their children. “You have to provide 
parents with skills they need to help 
their children early on,” says the 
Centro’s Gloria Bonilla. So far, how- 
ever, such outreach efforts to draw 
parents into their children’s educa- 
tion are happening mostly through 
outside agencies and individual 
teachers’ or principals’ initiative. 

But there are some signs — from 
the establishment of the Comer 
schools to the citywide classroom 
painting project — that San Francis- 
co’s school district is beginning to 
take parent involvement more seri- 
ously. School board vice president 
Leland Yee says it’s official policy. 
“We used to treat volunteers as visi- 
tors instead of partners,” he says. 
“Now we realize volunteers must be 
an integral part of the educational 
program. 

It’s still too early to tell how 
much schools are willing to change 
to open to parents. But some parents 
will continue to push on the doors, 
no matter what. “These are our 
kids,” says Roland Willis. “We 
can’t just send them to the school 
and forget about them. We need to 
be interested. We need to be 
there.” @ 


Wilson ¥

EN. DIANNE FEINSTEIN and 

Gov. Pete Wilson, Califor-

But now it’s time for The Pete 
and Di Show. Smiling and shaking 
hands for the camera, both agree that 
the feds promised the money for 
mandated programs under the immi- 
gration law of 1986. 

As the conference ends, I stop 
Wilson. Is he concermed about whip- 
ping up the wave of anti-immigrant 
sentiment out there? “You’re mak- 
ing some misassumptions,” he told 
me. “This money benefits all.” 

But my Hill source says Wilson is 
grandstanding. “They’ll never get 
the money,” according to one Senate 
aide. The feds did promise money 
for the 1986 law that legalized cer- 
tain aliens. But the money’s been 
held up for years. And even if it went 
through, it accounts for only $324 
million of California’s request. 

That’s the problem. Wilson’s also 
claiming money for medical and 
AFDC costs for documented and 
undocumented aliens. He even 
wants money for aliens in prisons. 
He’s padding his expense account 
and crossing his fingers. If it doesn’t 
work, immigrant-bashing will prob- 
ably turn into immigrant-slashing. 

Later in the week, Feinstein had a 
face-to-face with President Clinton. 
She handed him a letter reportedly 
asking for $1.76 billion in immigra- 
tion funds. 

At the very least, Clinton will 
have to deal with a festering anti- 
immigration virus before it spreads. 
Last week, California Republicans 
were drumming up anti-immigrant 
fears to block the Motor Voter bill. 
Then there was Kimba Wood. Did 
she have a Zoé Baird problem? Yes.

If they’re both right, does 
that mean an inevitable future 
of increasing hunger, sickness, 
and abuse? An entire generation 
stunted by deprivation? And 
what will California be like when 
those. children grow up to be the 
workers, voters, taxpayers, neigh- 
bors? 

Are there solutions that aren’t 
being tried? Why not? What’s really 
going on in the budget war? 

To begin to answer those ques- 
tions, a longtime veteran of state poli- 

tics has written a report from the 
front lines. Released last week, 
“State of Deadlock,” by Jim 
Shultz of the San Francisco- 
based think tank Advocacy 
Institute West, tells the story

decreasing, while the percentage of 
“tax receivers” (the poor, the elder- 
ly, and especially children) is 
increasing. The state will have less 
money and can’t be expected to 
meet the growing needs. 

Shultz quotes Olson on what this 
will mean: “We see the whole elimi- 
nation of broad public functions in 
the next few years,” Olson said. 
Specifically, “the notion of entitle- 
ment is going to decline dramatical- 
ly as a way of making funding deci- 
sions.” 

For example, the state might start 
a program to provide prenatal care 
to low-income women. If it’s an 
entitlement program, any woman 
who qualifies will get care. But Wil- 
son’s idea is to “cap” the program: 
to set aside only a certain amount of 
money. If that buys care for half the 
women who need it, the rest will 
simply have to go without. 

“State of Deadlock” also reviews 
more-specific tactics of Wilson’s 
offensive: wildly overestimating 
revenues to hide the size of the 
shortfall, scapegoating welfare 
recipients (and immigrants) for 
causing budget problems, and tak- 
ing an unyielding “no new taxes” 
stand in budget negotiations. 


DEADLOCKED DEMOS 
“Strategy?” said Assemblymember 
Phil Isenberg (D-Sacramento). “It 
doesn’t happen.” 

“We never had an overall plan,” 
said David Panush, aide to Senate 
president pro tem David Roberti (D- 
Hollywood). “It was never coordi- 
nated or directed. It was one step at 
atime.” 

Last year, Shultz says, the 
Democrats basically conceded to 
Wilson’s refusal to raise taxes. They 
also agreed quickly to cut welfare, 
although not by the drastic amount 
Wilson wanted. Democrats reserved 
their strongest stand for schools, 
whose constituency has the most 
political clout. 

But Shultz pointed out in an 
interview that it’s easier for one 
governor to launch a unified strate- 
gy than it is for many legislators 
organized in two rival caucuses. 

“Elected officials aren’t leaders,” 
commented Simpson-Fontaine. 
“They’re looking for the lowest 
common denominator.” 


ROOTS POWER 


Meanwhile, the rigors of battle were 
toughening up the advocates for 
human services. 

“State of Deadlock” recalls that, 
until recently, advocates for each 
social-service program fought “for a 
larger share of shrinking pie.” Over 
the past few years, however, advo- 
cates have been building coalitions 
within broad “policy areas.” Teach- 
ers, parents, and administrators 
groups formed coalitions for public 
schools. Dozens of children’s advo- 
cacy groups united in the Children’s 
Roundtable. Welfare advocates 
recruited public-employee unions 
and advocates of other social ser- 
vices into a statewide Campaign for 
a Fair Share. 

At the same time, most of these 
groups came to agree that they had 


to fight for a bigger pie, not just a 
bigger piece. Growing unity anda 
growing realization of the need for 
more revenue came together 
through the work of the California 
Tax Reform Association and its 
indefatigable director, Lenny Gold- 
berg. 

“When people talked about 
unity, they always mentioned 
Lenny,” Shultz said, “He broke the 
T-word barrier.” 

Organizations from the PTA to 
homeless groups united to endorse 
CTRA’s tax proposals, on the ballot 
as Proposition 167, which empha- 
sized raising revenues by closing 
loopholes for wealthy corporations 
and individuals. 


FINDING A FOREST 

The budget battles also taught 
human-service advocates that 
“insider” lobbying was no longer 
enough. (“We just turned off our fax 
machine,” said Senate aide Joe 
Caves.) Teachers, parents, AIDS 
activists, welfare recipients, and 
others began to organize their con- 
stituencies and build public support. 

These efforts have developed to 
the point where, united, they could 
form a movement with some real 
power in the budget war. But “State 
of Deadlock” also notes substantial 
obstacles to unity: Wilson’s strategy 
of pitting welfare against schools 
targets real differences between sub- 
urban middle-class parents and the 
urban poor. State employees’ inter- 
ests sometimes conflict with the 
interests of the people dependent on 
services. 

But Shultz expressed optimism 
that these problems can be over- 
come. And, he says, they must be 
overcome to save human services. 
“A dialogue between the various 
groups,” he writes, “needs to happen 
this year.” 

That’s the reason Advocacy 
Institute West (AIW) has issued this 
report. Interviews with key players, 
Shultz said, were done partly “to let 
all the trees see each other in the 
hopes of finding a forest.” 

AIW is developing a two-year 
strategy for pulling together and 
building the power of human-ser- 
vice constituencies. The first step, 
Shultz said, is developing their own 
big-picture analysis to counter Wil- 
son’s, addressing three main ques- 
tions: “Why is the state in the toilet? 
What is the impact on people’s 
lives? What are the options?” 

Shultz says: “The Republicans 
— and Democrats — make the 
assumption that you just look at the 
money the current tax system brings 
in and figure out how to spend it. 
We need to question that.” 

Californians, he notes, are still 
torn between a Reagan strategy — 
slashing taxes and regulations to 
woo investment by businesses and 
the wealthy — and a Clinton strate- 
gy — investing in people and infra- 
structure to build a healthy popula- 
tion and economic base. 

“Economic development,” he 
concludes, “will be to the 90s what 
tax relief was to the ’70s — an issue 
that could be captured by either the 
Right or the Left.” 

At stake is nothing less than Cali- 
fornia’s future. @

Fighting the 
nuclear neighbor 


Marylia Kelley uses information as power 
in community battles with Lawrence 
Livermore Lab

HE DRAMA HAS been played 

out largely in the techno- 

cratic jargon of lawsuits, 

environmental impact 
reports, and freedom-of-information 
requests. But if Marylia Kelley’s 
story were to be staged as, say, bal- 
let, it would be told largely through 
light and shadow. A corny director 
might have Kelley carrying a big 
torch, a la the Statue of Liberty, and 
shining it into the deep darkness sur- 
rounding nuclear-weapons research 
and its environmental costs. 

Kelley, 41, is the best-known 
member of Tri-Valley Citizens 
Against a Radioactive Environment 
(Tri-Valley CAREs), the Livermore 
group that has exposed the Law- 
rence Livermore National Laborato- 
try’s environmental toll on the valley 
where it is situated. The main busi- 
ness of the lab — which is located 
about 45 miles east of Oakland — is 
nuclear-weapons research. 

“Exposing the environmental 
hazards of weapons work has been a 
major part of Tri-Valley CAREs’ 
work,” said Kelley, adding that the 
group is equally concemed with 
peace and social-justice issues. 
“One of our essential aims is to con- 
vert the Livermore lab to an envi- 
ronmentally responsible, unclassi- 
fied civilian research institution.” 

“Deep karma,” Kelley says, 
brought her to Livermore in 1976, 
when she left her Southern Califor- 
nia job as a K mart store manager to 
enroll at UC Berkeley. She was a 


single mom with a 9-year-old son; at 
that time, she said, “You could rent a 
house with a yard in Livermore for 
the same price as a closet in Berke- 
ley.” The family settled into a house 
across the street from the lab com- 
plex, where her son ended up play- 
ing in bucolic arroyos polluted by 
the lab’s toxic waste. 

“When I moved to Livermore, I 
only knew there was some sort of 
secret government research facility 
here.... lonly slowly discovered that 
the lab was one of two places in the 
country that designed and tested all 
the nuclear weapons in the country,” 
Kelley said. 

Tri-Valley CAREs formed in 
1983, with Kelley as a founding 
member. The group was the first to 
breech secret records at the state 
Health Department, through the Cal- 
ifornia Public Records Act and the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

“We found the first-ever state 
Health Department inspection of the 
lab,” Kelley said. It was made in 
November 1984, following a U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that allowed 
the state for the first time to investi- 
gate the federally owned lab, which 
the University of California operates 
under contract for the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy. 

The Health Department found 
“1,000 drums of hazardous waste 
sitting out on asphalt, swollen and 
leaking,” Kelley said. “250 of the 
drums had no labels, and the lab per- 
sonnel didn’t know what was in 
them.... There are pictures out of 
one’s worst nightmares, of drums 


with icky, yellowish stuff bubbling 
out the bottom.” 

“You wouldn’t find these 1,000 
drums of waste sitting out on asphalt 
anymore. We’ ve been part of this 
[cleanup] process, mainly by bring- 
ing information out into the light of 
day,” Kelley said. 

“Shedding light on” and “bring- 
ing to the light of day” are meta- 
phors Kelley commonly uses when 
describing her work with Tri-Valley 
CAREs. There have been many 
mano a mano battles to get informa- 
tion from the lab about its projects 
and its pollutants, and Kelley will 
gladly recount these war stories. But 
the accomplishment of which she is 
perhaps most proud is simply bring- 
ing the community information, in 
plain English, about what the lab in 
its midst is doing. 

“We have changed the imbalance 
of power between the super-secret 
weapons lab and the community,” 
she said. “People who are directly 
affected by a facility have a right to 
be part of the decision-making pro- 
cess. That was not true at the lab. It 
was a super-secret weapons lab and 
a hitherto acquiescent community. 
Tri-Valley CAREs has created a 
forum where the community can 
have a voice.” 

Kelley declines to be named 
“head” of Tri-Valley CAREs, which 
has about two dozen core members 
and chooses its positions by consen- 
sus. But she is certainly its most vis- 
ible member, as chief spokesperson 
and editor of its 825-copy circula- 
tion newsletter. It’s Kelley who sup- 
plies testimony, to Congress and in 
court, who appears at antinuclear 
conferences, who travels to the for- 
mer Soviet Union to talk with anti- 
nuclear activists there. 

Other accomplishments the 
group boasts of: In the mid-’80s, by 
demanding public hearings and 
obtaining state documents, Tri-Val- 
ley CAREs successfully stopped the 
operation of the lab’s toxic- and 
tradioactive-waste incinerator. The 
group has also made it politically 
impossible for the lab to install a 
new incinerator, and has prevented 
the lab from sending the old one to 
Hanford, Wash., to be used there. 

Tri-Valley CAREs has also 
forced the lab, an Environmental 
Protection Agency Superfund 
cleanup site, to devise better meth- 
ods for cleaning contaminated 
groundwater. Originally, the lab was 
planning to strip the contaminants 
from the groundwater and release 
them into the air. And a new $1 bil- 
lion project to enrich uranium to 
weapons-grade quality has been 
seriously hampered by Tri-Valley 
CAREs’ lawsuit to require that the 
lab produce an environmental 
impact report. 

Part of the group’s aim, she 
added, is to “get [the project] out 
into the light of day long enough for 
Congress to think about [it].... They 
send their Mr. Science guys to 
Washington with graphs and charts. 
They have been very successful in 
getting funding. We’re a kind of 
countervailing force. We slow it 
down enough so that the public has a 
voice, so Congress can make a more 
informed decision.” @

Too Mucu THAI? 


By JANET HAZEN 


OW THAT THE popularity 

of Southeast Asian food 

has spread throughout the 

city, several Thai restau- 
rants per neighborhood aren’t such a 
remarkable sight. Three, however, 
squeezed into a one-block radius, is 
pushing the culinary saturation point 
to its limit. 

Dusit Thai is one of the Thai 
restaurants situated amid Salvado- 
ran, Italian, Mexican, Chinese and, 
yes, two other Thai eateries on its 
section of Mission Street. But judg- 
ing from the incredibly fresh, whole- 
some meals, low prices, enormous 
portions, and equally enormous 
menu, Dusit Thai doesn’t have to 
worry about competition. 

Small, quiet, and nicely decorat- 
ed, Dusit Thai offers gracious and 
discreet service; it also sports one of 
the largest lunch and dinner menus 
I’ve seen. More than 15 poultry 
dishes, 18 seafood dishes, 20 vege- 
tarian dishes, and 15 appetizers 
make up only a portion of this menu. 
I would think even the most experi- 
enced Thai-food enthusiast could 
find something new and different at 
this restaurant. 

Thai silk ($5.75), a light and 
refreshing appetizer composed of 
cellophane noodles, finely sliced red 
cabbage, ground pork, deep-fried 
crunchy dried shrimp, and green 
onions tossed in a hot-sour sauce, 
illustrates the omnipresent sense of 
balance in Asian cookery. 

Overcooked but still tasty, the 
labor-intensive stuffed chicken 
wings ($5.95) were filled with

ground pork, noodles, dried mush- 
rooms, and fresh herbs, then deep- 
fried and served with a sweet-hot 
dipping sauce. 

In the Bangkok prawn dish 
($8.50), four jumbo prawns were 
filled with a mixture similar to the 
chicken wing stuffing, grilled on 
skewers, and placed (skewer and all) 
in a whole orange. The result is a 
dramatic entrée. 

Karee pak ($5.75) was a rich and 
creamy medley of broccoli, carrots, 
green beans, yellow squash, cab- 
bage, and pan-fried potatoes sur- 
rounded by a coconut-based yellow 
curry sauce garnished with roasted 
peanuts. At the other end of the scale 
was a lighter vegetable dish with 
bright, intense undertones created in 
part by fresh ginger, garlic, black 
beans, and onions combined with 
creamy tofu, fresh and dried mush- 
rooms, green onions, and fresh 
tomatoes. 

Panang pork spareribs ($5.95) is 
made with chunks of slightly dry 
but lean pork ribs, yellow and 
green squash, and carrots. The lus- 
cious, rich coconut curry sauce and 
fresh basil combined with the fla- 
vors of the meat and perfectly 
cooked vegetables to make a deli- 
cious dish served over steaming 
hot Thai rice. 

One of the best ways to judge a 
Thai restaurant is by its satay. The 
plump, juicy, and perfectly cooked 
chicken satay ($5.75) at Dusit Thai 
was superior in every way and, 
dipped into the wonderful peanut 
sauce, became a truly divine dish. 
Expertly prepared fried sweet pota- 
toes ($5.25) were similar to 
Japanese tempura. The thin slices of 
potato were grease-free and habit- 
forming. 

Kai yang ($6.25) makes an out- 
standing low-fat dish for those inter- 
ested in ultra-healthful entrées. 
(Thai food is generally a good 
choice for low-fat, low-calorie din- 


etn 





ers.) At Dusit, this traditional barbe- ~ 
cued chicken dish includes a mari- 
nated and grilled breast, leg, and 
thigh with crispy skin and moist 
interior. The sweet-hot chili dipping 
sauce that accompanies the chicken 

is terrific, but the meat is so tender 
and the flavor so distinctive that 
additional potions aren’t even neces- 
sary. 
The pad Thai ($5.95) noodles 

were some of the best I have ever 

had and were great with the chicken, | 
as was a spicy green bean ($5.75) 

dish made with crisp-tender string 
beans, creamy tofu, and red bell 
peppers tossed in a light, barely 
sweet-and-sour sauce. 

Koong Mar-Kur ($7.95) com- 
bined prawns, scallops, eggplant, 
and red bell peppers in a spicy black 
bean sauce accented with plenty of 
fresh Thai basil. I was intrigued by 
this mixture and found it to be chal- 
lenging to my palate —I wasn’t 
crazy about this dish, but it was 
unusual and refreshing. 

Sultry and rich red beef curry ; 
($5.95) was made with thin slices of — 
tender beef, yellow and green 
squash, and ribbons of bamboo 
shoots. 

Dessert in Thai restaurants isn’t 
always a must-order, but urge you~ 
to sample the fried banana with 
coconut ice cream ($2.50). It’s cool, 
hot, crunchy, smooth, and delicious. 

With so many Thai restaurants in — 
the city, there are two ways to go. 
Sometimes we find it difficult to 
choose just one. On the other hand, 
we often find one and stick to it, 
making it sort of “our” Thai restau- 
rant. In either case, don’t overlook 
this outstanding Mission District 
lunch and dinner house. @

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From Macho Sluts to Erotique Noir, 
erotic fiction has hit the mainstream

T STARTED with Macho Sluts. 

How could anyone walk by a 

title like that and not at least 

stop and peruse, if not purchase 
it for deeper inspection in the priva- 
cy of one’s own home? 

Pat Califia’s Macho Sluts, pub- 
lished in 1989 (Alyson Press), was a 
sign of things to come. Califia’s 
writing was explicit; nay, graphic. 
Not only had Califia fearlessly 
entered a realm that men had domi- 
nated, but most of the book was 
devoted to hardcore S/M themes fea- 
turing lesbian protagonists. 

What’s more, you could find 
Macho Sluts dominating the front 
counter of the notoriously correct St. 
Marks Bookstore in New York. It 
was an indication that the genre of 
erotica was ready for further explo- 
ration and that publishers were ready 
to get behind erotic fiction. 

Erotica had been dormant for too 
long — perhaps since Anais Nin’s 
Delta of Venus and Little Birds (and 
things just aren’t the same as they 
were when she was pushing the sex- 
ual envelope). In Macho Sluts, Cali- 
fia managed to surpass the usual lim- 
itations of the genre’s language and 
crafted a book that was not an insult 
to the mind or loins. 

Soon more and more work was 
boldy displayed in the respectable 
new-release sections of bookstores 
— nice-looking books and antholo- 
gies dedicated to the art of eros, pub- 
lished by mainstream houses. On the 
whole, they’re well done and the 
writing is not all hetero or vanilla, 
which is also nice. 

Recent releases include Flesh and 
the Word (Dutton Books), edited by 
John Preston; Herotica and Herotica 
2 (Plume Books), edited by Susie 
Bright and Joani Blank; Erotica: 
Women’s Writings from Sappho to 
Margaret Atwood (Fosset/Col- 
lumbine, an imprint of Ballantine), 
edited by Margaret Reynolds; Ero- 
tique Noir: Black Erotica (Anchor 
Books, an imprint of Doubleday), 
edited by Miriam Decosta-Willis, 
Reginald Martin, and Roseann P. 
Bell; and Slow Hand: Women Writ- 
ing Erotica (HarperCollins), edited 
by Michele Slung. 


The fiercely patriarchal and 
repressive Victorian era was known 
for some of the most prodigious 
erotic writing in our literary history 
— an output that in some ways 
might be matched 
today. It seems 
that modern cul- 
tural rigidity and 
social prohibition 
are fed by the ter- 
rible fear of 
AIDS, attacks on 
abortion rights, 
and the realities 
of drug use. As 
always, the for- 
bidden nature of 
sex in our culture 
feeds the hunger 
for it — and this 
new genre of erot- 
ic writing has 
pulled the focus 
away from the 
straight male per- 
spective to cele- 
brate the sexuali- 
ty of those who 
have remained 
silent or 
marginalized in 
times past. 

Of course, 
when Madonna 
and Time Warner 
put their sticky 
fingers on an 
issue, it’s safe to 
say that the “for- 
bidden” nature of 
the subject is 
changing. This 
doesn’t mean that 
the implicit fear 
and mystery 
cloaking sex and 
sexuality has dis- 
appeared, but 
beware the sub- 
suming nature of 
the mainstream. 

It’s not all 
riches: That an 
author deals with 
sex explicitly, 
graphically, or 
openly. does not 
necessarily make 
it a riveting or

well-crafted piece of writing. Many 
new “sex writers” are carefully 
announcing to us, “I love to fuck!” 
Yeah. Who doesn’t? 
When the brain and other sexual

features of the anatomy grow numb 
with boredom while reading, it’s a 
good indication that the writing is 
failing in its task (read Jane Long- 
away’s story “My Pussy Is Dead,” in 
Herotica 2, for example). 

Erotique Noir, on the other hand, — 
is a fine collection that gives insight 
and depth to black sexuality. It’s got 
fine pieces like Ted Joan’s poem 
“Cuntinent” and the brilliant excerpt 
from Haitian author René Depre- 
stre’s surreal “Hadriana dans tous 
mes réves.” Much of the writing is 
beautiful, lyrical, nasty and, for the 
most part, formally exacting — 
qualities that much of the new eroti- 
ca lacks. 

John Preston’s Flesh and the 
Word is another work that has glim- 
mers of brilliance, and it’s great to 
find women authors in a book focus- 
ing on gay men’s sexual, sensual 
experience. : 

Some collections were written for 
and by what could be called — to 
borrow from the magazine A Taste of 
Latex — the “sexually disenfran- 
chised.” Some of these —Flesh and 
the Word, Slow Hand, and Herotica 1 
and 2, for example — brought to 
mind outsider art or art brut, created 
beyond traditional/acceptable social 
and cultural boundaries. The work is

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often admirable for its vitality, for- 
mal finesse, and complex conceptu- 
al features. At the same time, there’s 
no denying that part of what excites 
is knowing that the work was creat- 
ed by those who are “outside.” The 
exclusivity of a group, any group, is 
not necessarily a recipe for an inter- 
esting work, and it’s necessary to 
question the nature of polarity and 
exploitation when the appeal lies in 
an “otherness” stemming from sex- 
ual orientation or race. 

~ | will readily confess to having 
written terribly hackneyed descrip- 
tions of the sexual act in my own 
work from time to time. After years 
of working within the genre, I am 
beginning to understand some of its 
dimensions. Repetition is difficult 
to get around — there are only so 
many adjectives, adverbs, and 
nouns to describe fucking. But 
after reading a number of antholo- 
gies, it’s clear many writers don’t 
even attempt to get around the 
daunting prospect of the obvious. 

Worse still, there’s often a low- 
level hum of self-censorship, 
sometimes combined with a cloy- 
ing scent of preciousness that 
intrudes on the experience. Should 
authors be congratulated because 
they have overcome their inhibi- 
tions to write the words cunt or 
cock — or should readers demand 
more? 

Some of the work is hemmed in 
by a notion of what is acceptable in 
the realm of sexuality: It’s almost 
prudish. There’s plenty of explicit 
description, but the words skitter 
across the surface instead of 
exploring the labyrinthine nature of 
sexual coupling and the mysterious 
depths of the psyche when describ- 
ing situations of gender, desire, and 
power. The same ideology of liber- 
ation that released some of the sex- 
ual demons from the flesh purse of 
the 20th century threatens to come 
back around like a medieval 
ouroboros — a serpent biting itself 
on the tail. 

Years ago | had the privilege of 
viewing the secret formulas for 
Harlequin romances. The guide- 
lines, (printed on pale pink paper, 
no scent) featured page after page 
of the most ludicrous dos and 
don’ts for prospective authors. 
Taboos ranged from interracial sex 
to the prohibition in certain 
imprints of allowing a woman 
character to earn more money than 
her love interest. 

Some recent erotica has about as 
much insight and depth as a bodice 
ripper, supplying in its own way the 
same kind of delusional fodder that 
supermarket romances offer. This 
was especially true of the more 
mainstream anthologies, which 
leads one to suspect that some of 
these editors were subject to ques- 
tions of marketability and taste 
rather than quality. In a time suchas 
this, when the air is thick with fear 
and sadness even as the language of 
sexuality in all its forms is available, 
a time when we are at last permitted 
to speak of certain terrors and glee- 
ful excesses, why is so much of the 
writing so light? 


Part of the function of erotica 
and porn is to provide trouble-free 
fantasy. How can one oppose such 
a noble cause? But one would con- 
tinue to hope that the fantasy will 
be interesting, somehow challeng- 
ing, or at least well crafted — and 
connected to the real-life forces 
that shape modern sexuality. 

The question of sexual/political 
propriety is not a problem for pub- 
lishers like Masquerade Books, 
which offers the more “traditional” 
approach to porn. The various 
imprints of Masquerade — Bad 
Boy Books and Rosebud — feature 
gay fiction. Rhinoceros has recent- 
ly released Michael Perkins’ 
extremely well researched nonfic- 
tion overview of erotic literature, 
The Secret Record, recommended 
for any fan of erotica, and another 
book by Perkins — this one banned 
in England — titled Evil Compan- 
ions, which takes things out to the 
fringe of sexual experience. It 
seems Rhinoceros is able to publish 
material like Companions because 
these works make no claims to 
proper behavior or good taste in the 
bedroom, bathroom, or any room. 
Masquerade and its relatives focus 
on explicit fantasy, S/M scenes, 
and almost everything “unfit” to 
publish, delighting in every varia- 
tion of the sexual spectrum. 

The editors of Erotica: Wom- 
en’s Writings from Sappho to Mar- 
garet Atwood included material 
from much older, not explicitly 
sexual, sources. Reading them was 
like breathing in Rubens’ Venus in 
Furs, the model barely exposing 
her breasts while cloaking the rest 
of her body in fur. It’s a masterful 
work of seduction whose appeal 
lies in the possibilities of the next 
moment. Consider the erotic impli- 
cations and resonance of “A Letter 
from Anne Boleyn to Henry VIII,” 
in which she beseeches him to 
favor her with good fortune. In this 
piece and others from Erotica, the 
play of words and metaphor 
becomes the vehicle for seduction 
— setting it apart from much of 
contemporary erotica. Ripple 
might get you as drunk as a lovely 
Beaujolais; one of them is more 
pleasing to the palate. 

Yellow Silk, a refined magazine 
of erotic photographs and litera- 
ture, touts itself as “all persuasions, 
no brutality.” The description is 
annoying not for its stance but for 
its timidity. The publishers have 
the right to a selective and consis- 
tent “vision,” but the message that 
brutality is bad or, worse, does not 
exist as a component of sexuality, 
is like Harlequin guidelines’ Sec- 
tion 4c. forbidding the mention of 
out-of-wedlock pregnancy. 

A Taste of Latex offers a satisfy- 
ing contrast: It claims to be “an 
omnisexual magazine — all sexual 
flavors, with no bitter aftertaste of 
apology.” Erotica, sexual and sexy 
writing, works best when there are 
no socially imposed barriers con- 
straining a writer’s voice and imag- 
ination. 

A kiss can be devastating, a 
glance ravishing. @

NOW KNOW what the priest must 

feel behind that black screen 

while the guilty unload their 

deep, dark, and probably kinda 
dopey bad deeds. He must feel 
smart. He must feel the same petty 
tush that I feel when my friends 
make the sign of the cross and con- 
fess that they use, rely on — maybe 
even abuse — the melodramatic 
lives of the white Wednesday night 
Beverly Hills coeds for pleasure. Is 
watching these false gods really a 
tasteless sin? 

It’s been difficult to tell, 
over the past year, 
whether the people who 
watch “Bev-9,” as one 
fan affectionately called 
it, see itasa TV show or 
evidence of flawed 
character. I hear stories 
of sneaking into closets 
to watch it alone, duck- 
ing out of walks to catch 
afew minutes. It makes 
me wonder if it’s legal 
(maybe that’s why the 
ratings are so low). 

But since the con- 
fessed viewer usually 
wants some kind of 
absolution, I typically 
give them some word of Next 
Week’s Highlights: “Will Brenda 
really make up with Kelly?” “Will 
her body be scattered into a million 
ashes in a car explosion?” I know the 
sin of which they speak, if only from 
watching a few episodes, and I think 
the veil of shame should be lifted. 

In a hyper-informed world, 
sometimes it’s necessary to lower 
consciousness in order to raise it. 
And it’s second nature, if you’ve had 
experience with trash heaps and 
thrift stores, to know how to careful- 
ly sort through the junk to get to the 
take-home product. 


THE GOODS 


Bad TV with a good conscience, 
90210 gives its viewers the feeling of 
genuine conviction in having some- 
thing to truly hate. Brenda, for 
instance. The cult of Brenda, with a 
nucleus in the L.A-based / Hate 
Brenda newsletter (which was 
reported to be part of the “Brenda 
Backlash” in the Los Angeles Daily 
News), loves Brenda with the now- 
pat fan response of rejecting her. Fea- 
turing an occasional guest column by 
the renegade Brenda-liker, the 
tellingly ’zinelike anti-fan newsletter 
pays Brenda the ultimate meta-star 
tribute, one fan suggested. Like the 
practice of 90210-watching itself, the 
Brenda cult’s derision of and scorn 
for its subject are its mantra. 





Used in moderation, 90270 can 
also provide a false but healthily 
druglike feeling of emotional matu- 
tity. While 90210’s young reporter 
(who, in preparing for her entry into 
the Ivy League, doubles as product 
placement for Yale) has a “good 
head on her shoulders” — and its 
other characters are invested with 
what we’re supposed to believe are 
“smarts” — all these clear-faced 
teens are actually more naive than 
capable. Which gives viewers a 
chance to offer some parental guid- 
ance, baby-sit something — things 
they might rationally choose never 
to do outside the TV- 
viewer agreement. (I 
don’t know any 90210 

fans who can sit 
through the more 
familiar and less solv- 
able problems of Mel- 
rose Place.) 

Mwah, mwah, 
mwahing like Charlie 
Brown’s teachers, 
90210 parents are 
often put at an unusual 
ideological disadvan- 
tage with the consci- 
entious, well-groomed 
teens — who struggle 
more with the some- 
times disabling lan- 

guage of the script than the overly 
empowered adults. 


THE MOTIVE 

Although some sects take 90210’s 
characters as totems (“I like Donna 
[Dylan/Brandon/Kelly/etc.],” they 
might say) in full-on appreciation 
for its serious consideration of the 
problems of the teen underclass, | 
have yet to see a completely non- 
ironic 90210 adult audience. 

There may be good TV, bad 
TV, and addictive TV, but there is, 
it seems, no innocent TV — that’s 
where the problem of B.H. 90210 
rears its misunderstood head. 
Somewhere between camp, 
cheese, religion, and nighttime 
“daytime drama” for the working 
poor, Beverly Hills 90210 isa TV 
show begging for a category other 
than venial. 

Where pre-boomer parents once 
worried that “kids” didn’t know 
how to entertain themselves, post- 
boomer parents should worry that 
anyone who watches TV on 
Wednesdays is going to be forced to 
entertain themselves. To watch 
90210 is to actively participate in 
the lives of young teenagers you 
would probably never want to 
know. There’s nothing to be 
ashamed of in that: It takes a lot of 
imagination, fortitude, and perse- 
verance to make that fun. @

The freshest films at this year’s Sundance Festival 
came from across the oceans

HENIGHT I drove in, 

snowflakes the size of 

Band-Aids had turned the 

mountain freeway that 
leads to Utah’s Park City into an eye- 
widening, kamikaze sensorium — an 
auspicious beginning for this year’s 
15th annual Sundance Film Festival. 
But as homegrown phenome- : 
na went, the chimerical play 
of my headlamps on Utah’s 
darting, frosty scrim — a bit 
reminiscent of Stan VanDer- 
Beek’s onetime film-projec- 
tions onto a curtain of steam 
— just about proved the lim- 
iting instance of made-in-the- 
USA visual ingenuity. All 
week long, the freshest, most 
energetic spectacles on 
screen were distinctly un- 
American. 

Sally Potter’s extraordi- 
nary adaptation of Virginia 
Woolf’s Orlando, for exam- 
ple, seemed so celestially 
imbued with visionary intelli- 
gence that it already looks to 
figure as one of the decade’s 
signal accomplishments. 
Kaleidoscoping centuries and 
continents, Potter reworks the sump- 
tuous visual irrealities charted by 
Peter Greenaway and Derek Jarman 
into a rapturous allegory of gender 
consciousness that neither conde- 
scends nor avoids crowd-pleasing. 
Tilda Swinton (Edward II), in the title 
role, supersedes all her previous 
work, her ethereal beauty audaciously 
colliding with her comic zeal in 
thrilling swoops and turns.

S OVER-THE-TOP action 

films go, veteran Hong 

Kong director Ringo 

Lam’s Full Contact is a 
cartoon adrenaline blast, a lurid 
action-manga of Herculean propor- 
tions, a brutally cyclotronic acceler- 
ation that races by at the speed of 
neon and leaves viewers wet in their 
seats. 

In other words: standard-issue 
high-octane Hong Kong fare. 

A house-packer when it played 
Chinatown’s Great Star Theater a 
couple of months ago, Full Contact 
is a typically schematic roundabout 
of loyalty, betrayal, and heavy ord- 
nance. “Good” bad-guy Jeff (Chow 
Yun-fat — H.K. action’s irre- 
sistible force), a Hawg-riding, tat- 
tooed schemer, faces off against a 


Orlando, it’s heartening to note, 
was set for American distribution 
well before Sundance, but an aston- 
ishing variety of impressive features 
threatened to languish on the festival 
circuit. Not least among them, Léos 
Carax’s intoxicating Les Amants du 
Pont Neuf (Lovers on the Bridge), a 
deliriously ambitious tale of l’amour 


fou between a dispossessed painter 


and a skinheaded acrobat, moves 
from rhapsodic to deranged and back 
again. A livid fresco of scabs, lacera- 
tions, and weeks-old grime, Carax’s 
film delightfully dashed my ill-held 
notions that Juliette Binoche (Dam- 
age) suffers limits as an actress — she 
overwhelmingly out-flares the film’s 
variety of pyrotechnical wonders. 
Will it play here? Time will tell. 
Refreshing were the number of 


films that took a pungent, visual left 
turn from the legion of yuppoid 
snow-bunnies, in their preposterous 
cowboy hats and curiously club-foot- 
ed yak-hair boots, that populated this 
festival at the base of the slopes. One 
of the ripest, Aki Kaurismaki’s 
dankly devious La Vie de Bohéme 
(Bohemian Life), is another fine- 
tuned example of the Finnish impre-

sario’s gut-busting economy. Drawn 
from the Henri Murger novel on 
which Puccini based his famous 
opera, Kaurismaki reputedly strove to 
make “a bad film which would dis- 
gust the masses.” True to its ironic 
intention, the film opens face-down in 
rubbish and tramps along from there, 
shadowing a trio of grizzled artistes 
(including Kaurismaki regular Matti 
Pellonpaa), their mistresses, and a

murderous crew lead by the treach- 
erous Judge (spiffy Simon Yam) 
and the perpetually horny Virgin 
(demented Bonnie Yu). 

Some will decry the sexual 
grotesquerie of Judge’s character: 
He’s a strikingly handsome Thai 
psycho-killer, constantly pawing a 
beautiful boytoy, and prone, like a 
fruity magician, to producing pis- 
tols from his silk pocket hankies. 
Others will marvel, in thick-skulled 
awe, at the mighty Jeff — an altru- 
istic lug who, at what looks like age 
37, is still wearing rolled-up T- 
shirts and jeans and sprouting a 
rock and roll buzzcut that wouldn’t 
look out of place on Simon LeBon. 
In Full Contact’s comic-book con- 


tinuum, all stereotypes are equally 
available, equally offensive, equal- 
ly absurd. 

Quite nearly as virtuoso as John 
Woo in his ability to concoct a 
manic mousetrap out of bullet-rid- 
dled mayhem, Lam’s been cooking 
up this sort of frenetic fun for years 
now. His influential City on Fire — 
a Chow Yun-fat detective melodra- 
ma— even provided the scaffold- 
ing for Reservoir Dogs’ chain-reac- 
tion climax. Kudos to the Roxie 
bookers: Their eagerness to provide 
Asian entertainments for the gwai 
lo (white “devil-men”) too intimi- 
dated to catch these flicks on their 
first-runs downtown is a welcome 
sign indeed. @ 
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dog named Baudelaire. Toss in Jean- 
Pierre Léaud, Samuel Fuller, a dol- 
lop of flophouse sophistry and a cou- 
ple of trout heads: Bon appétit! 
Another deceptively austere wonder- 
work from this minimalist maestro. 

Winnipeg’s Guy Maddin tipped 
in with his third feature, the funny/ 
creepy Careful, a snowbound 
homage to Alpine German expres- 
sionism that seemed to turn a back- 
ward binocular on the drifty Utah 
outside. Deliberately clouded by yel- 
low and ochre-tinted gels, and rife 
with jump cuts and fragmented 
shots, Careful proceeds as a series of 
scratchy hallucinations and Freudian 
fairy tales. Two brothers, Johann and 
Grigorss, battle their mother-lust and 
father-loss across a rubbery cobweb 
of murder, betrayal, and the title’s 
constant warning. 

New Zealander Alison Maclean’s 
terse, riveting Crush proved the 
fest’s most mature psychodrama, 
centering on the caustic and unpre- 
dictable exchange of emotional 
alliances among an awkward teenag- 
er, her has-been novelist father, and 
the two women who invade their 
lives. Like the burbling mud-pool 
that poofs and splats behind the title 
credits, Crush’s sun-fried lighting 
and claustro-kitsch location-shooting 
combustibly intermingle: Every 
nuance of the film seems steeped in 
sulfur. Marcia Gay Harden’s 
(Miller’s Crossing) performance as 
the hateful femme fatale Lane is a 
career-maker — if only anyone 
could see it. At press time, Crush 
remained without a distributor — 
despite director Maclean’s insistence 
that she was willing to practically 
“give the film away.” 


MATINEE 

It’s 1962 Key West, Fla., complete with 
the Cuban missile crisis and the immi- 
nent threat of the Big Bomb. But to 
monster-movie mogul John Goodman 
the word bomb doesn't exist — for him 
it’s a bang-up opportunity to ballyhoo 
his latest sci-fi spine-chiller Mant, a 
"Half Man ... Half Ant... All Terror!” 
knuckle-whitener, made in his patent- 
ed Atomo-Vision and Rumble Rama, 
with the theater rigged for the ultimate 
you-are-there experience. As he puts 
together his terrifying tale of atomic- 
power-gone-mad, the Key West popu- 
lace fearfully awaits the real thing, via 
four teenagers, headed by likable 15- 
year-old Simon Fenton, and in its own 
way their story’s delightful. Unfortu- 
nately director Joe Dante fails to blend 
the two effectively together, with occa- 
sionally confusing results, and when 
Goodman's not on-screen, which is too 
often, he’s sorely missed. When he is, 
however, he’s marvelously benign, the 
let-all-the-effects-hang-out manipula- 
tor who makes this Matinee memo- 
rable, (Kabuki, SF; UA, Berk.) 


SNIPER 

Legendary long-range marksman and 
calculating killer Marine sergeant Tom 
Berenger's the U.S.’s man in Panama. 
When it's necessary to track down and 
eliminate a powerful rebel-group lead- 
er and his Colombian drug lord 
financier, there's no doubt as to who'll 
be called to do the job. In its textbook 


Wong Kar-wai’s exceptional 
Days of Being Wild —a Far East 
rethink of a variety of R.W. Fass- 
binder’s visual, musical, and oedi- 
pal standards — seems to have fall- 
en victim to the generic assumption 
that all Hong Kong filmmaking is 
millennial chop-socky. Stunningly 
photographed (by Christopher 
Doyle), Days of Being Wild dole- 
fully circulates — like the sultry 
wind from a decrepit fan — around 
a drifting group of ’60s youth, lost 
in a turquoise ambience of atom- 
age draperies, shimmering Suzie 
Wong dresses, clinking Coke bot- 
tles, and overamplified clocks. It’s 
a disarming stunner that last year’s 
SF Film Festival inexplicably 
passed on. 

Encouraging, however, is the 
news that the SF Fest will host Philip 
GrGning’s devastatingly funny Die 
Terroristen! (The Terrorists) in this 
April’s lineup. Groning’s dynamical- 
ly hypnotic, aleatory montage wres- 
tles jarring video footage and hand- 
some celluloid into a nutty parable 
about the end of ideology, and grap- 
ples with the legacy of Godard’s La 
Chinoise and Fassbinder’s The Third 
Generation along the way. His ter- 
rorists — a motley-trio of bourgeois 
brats — are as liable, in the director’s 
words, to buy surfboards one sum- 
mer as handguns the next. Suitably, 
their infantile drive to transform 
wishes into aggression by plotting to 
off the chancellor is as hopeless as it 
is hilarious. 

Ideology may have ended, but 
invigorated filmmaking continues to 
thrive — even when it’s too often 
lodged between a festival and the 
marketplace. @ 


wisdom Washington sends him anti- 
thetical assistant, ambitious young 
bureaucrat Billy Zane, who won an 
Olympic medal for shooting but has 
never killed anyone. It's oil meets 
water, and by-the-book versus experi- 
ence time in Luis Llosa’s extremely well- 
directed, attention-holding movie, as 
the resentful Zane is slowly humbled by 
the bloody turns of events, and 
Berenger learns to lessen his contempt. 
Zane’s costly snafus and Berenger’s 
consequent fuming frustrations provide 
some very hairy moments, cleverly 
enhanced by creative camerawork that 
caresses the magnificent scenery, and if 
there's such a thing as an intelligent 
approach to man’s inhumanity to man, 
this is it. (Alexandria, SF; UA, Berk.; 
Century, Oakl.) 


SOMMERSBY 

Richard Gere’s performance as a Civil 
War officer and a gentleman plantation 
owner returning to Vine Hill, Tenn., 
two years after the end of the Civil War 
will not leave you breathless. Ditto wife 
Jodie Foster who, though a pretty 
woman, seems cold and devoid of 
charm, though she has good reason 
since she remembers her husband as a 
crude, cold, and occasionally brutal 
man. The returnee’s anything but, and 
turns their marriage into days of heav- 
en — apparently the horrors of war 
endured miles from home have worked 
a miracle. Or have they? As Gere brings 
war-torn Vine Hill back to prosperity by 
pioneering tobacco growing, his trans- 
formation’s so complete the townspeo- 
ple and Foster begin to doubt his iden- 
tity. The consequences are what take 
up the rest of Jon Amiel’s handsome 
but uninspiring, choppy film that quick- 
ly covers incidents then drops them, so 
that in the final analysis it must be said 
that looking for Mr. Sommersby is 
mostly a bore. (Presidio, SF; Shattuck, 
Berk; Grand Lake, Oakl.)

T’S ACOLD mid-January Mon- 
day, and movie business is 
sluggish all over town. About 
200 people have come (all day) 
to see Hoffa; A Few Good Men and 
Aladdin have pulled in 400 each; 
Leprechaun a mere. 27. Only The 
Crying Game is still going strong. 

So why is the 1,500-seat Castro 
Theatre packed to the balcony fora 
double bill of Valley of the Dolls and 
Beyond the Valley of the Dolls, two 
of the trashiest movies ever made? 

“Doll damage, pure and simple,” 
drag performer and all-around glam- 
our-puss Miss X informs me a few 
weeks later. “There are a lot of Doll- 
damaged people out there.” 

“It’s a funny, bonding kind of 
thing,” adds local chanteusy Connie 
Champagne. “There’s a secret Dolls 
language; those in the club know it 
by heart.” 

For you who don’t, Valley of the 
Dolls is the mega-bestselling story 
of three young women — Neely 
O’Hara (shrill Patty Duke in the 
film), Anne Wells (Barbara Parkins 
at her naive best) Jennifer North 
(Sharon Tate at her most luscious) 
— each of whom becomes swept up 
in the sordid world of show busi- 





ness. The O’Hara character was (by 
most accounts) based on Judy Gar- 
land; the main inspiration for 
O’Hara’s nemesis, Helen Lawson 
(Susan Hayward), was supposedly 
Ethel Merman. Mark Robson direct- 
ed the movie, so horribly that its 
100-plus unintentional laughs (aided 
by Susann’s lurid imagination) 
turned it into an instant camp clas- 
sic. 

Many of the Doll-damaged at the 
Castro are dressed to the nines. A 
gaggle of drag queens and their con- 
sorts sits in the front rows as, prior to 
the film screenings, Phillip R. Ford 
directs cutaways for his latest multi- 
media presentation, the stage musi- 
cal Dolls. His variation on the 1969 
Academy Awards breaks the real- 
life tie between Katharine Hepburn 
(Lion in Winter) and Barbra 
Streisand (Funny Girl) for Best 
Actress. 

“And the winner is: Miss Neely 
O’Hara for Tell Me Darling.” 

Champagne as O’Hara struts 
proudly to the stage to accept the 
award, her comeback from the rav- 
ages of fame — divorce, booze, pill- 
popping, and a trip to the nuthouse 
— complete. 

A few weeks later at the On 
Broadway in North Beach, Cham- 
pagne rehearses one of Neely’s early 
triumphs — a smash performance on 
a telethon after she’s been dumped 
from a musical because Lawson’s 







afraid of the competition. (Famous 
exchange: “Come on, Helen, Neely 
O’Hara can’t hurt you.” “You bet 
your ass she can’t. Because she isn’t 
going to get the chance. The only hit 
that comes out of a Helen Lawson 
show is Helen Lawson. And that’s 
me baby, remember?”) 

Champagne’s singing is mar- 
velous, as usual, but everyone off- 
stage seems more impressed that 
she’s got Duke’s bizarre head tics 
(imagine your chiropractor perform- 
ing a quick neck adjustment) down 
perfectly. The big question is 
whether Connie can get those two 
strands of beads she’s wearing to 
outline her breasts in the serendipi- 
tous way they did for Duke during 
the number’s crescendo. 

“I think I'll rig some fish wire 
underneath my blouse so I can pull 
them across at just the right 
moment,” she tells Ford. 

“Great! Another special effect — 
and it won’t break the budget.” 

Such are the priorities of the 
world of camp, which is probably 
why, after the next scene, Ford gives 
the chorus this bit of advice (words 
unlikely ever to glide through Lofti 
Mansouri’s lips): “Don’t worry 
about hitting the notes exactly, just 
make sure you’ve got the rhythm and 
motions down.” It almost makes 
sense (Miss X’s rendition of “Two- 
Faced Woman” — an addition to the 
original script — is about razzle-daz- 
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zle), but I become suspicious when, 
moments later, Champagne chimes 
in, “Remember, it’s about energy, 
not being on key.” 

Suddenly, I wonder: Is dear Con- 
nie trying to be helpful or has she 
become the conniving Neely 
O’ Hara, out to undermine any 
ingenue who might do unto her 
what she almost did unto Lawson? 
(See what happens once you get into 
acatty frame of mind?) © 

A week before opening night — 
a Feb. 13 benefit for Shanti Project, 
where Ford works by day — it’s not 
entirely clear the show’s going to 
come together in time. The musical 
numbers are top-notch (Champagne 
and Steve Small as lounge singer 
Tony Polar are particularly strong), 
but a few actors haven’t memorized 
their lines (“There’s a reason we 
gave you that script,” Ford chides 
one), and the chorus has its lack- 
adaisical moments. 

The four leads — Champagne, 
Miss X as Lawson, the sultry Flynn 
of Klubstitute fame as Anne Wells, 
and newcomer Jade (“I’m telling 
you, she’s channeling Sharon Tate,” 
Champagne declares) as Jennifer 
North — have their roles down pat, 
though. Flynn captures Parkins’ 
wide-eyed innocence, then trumps 
her with a touch of menace just 
beneath the surface that heightens 
the drama of every scene he’s in. 

Ford’s directing style might best 
be described as laissez-faire, but 
he’s laid down one important 
ground rule for his principals: “Let 
the chorus do the camp. Play your 
characters seriously.” 

He’s cast actors and singers who 
can pull off this brilliant strategy, 
which recognizes that you can’t 
force camp. And that, for all her 
extravagance, Susann had com- 
muned with the very essence of 
tragedy, in which the godlike (if 
somewhat small-minded in this 
case) are overpowered by a combi- 
nation of hubris and forces beyond 
their control. 

When I quiz Miss X about this 
connection to Greek tragedy, she 
looks at me cross-eyed, but then 
reframes the notion in the vernacu- 
lar. 

“Look at America today. We’re 
obsessed with everything celebrities 

do, right down to what toilet paper 
they use. These are epic showbiz 
types: the newcomer, the sex god- 
dess, the ice maiden, the old 
warhorse.” 

Dolls debuts on Valentine’s Eve, 
and I ask how such a decidedly anti- 
romantic show, in which everyone 
ends up unhappy in love or dead (or 
both), could possibly fit in. 

“Mark my words,” she replies, 
“this show will bring couples much 
closer together. After seeing it, 
they’ ll realize just how lucky they 
are.” 

Which, according to Aristotle, is 
the precise function of tragedy: 
“The spectators are purged of their 
own emotions of pity and fear 
through their vicarious participation 
in the drama.” 

(Then again, maybe I’ve become 
Doll-damaged myself.) @

PLAYBILL 


THE DUCHESS OF MALFI 

The Jacobean tragedy Duchess of 
Malfi dramatizes the bloody and 
sinister life of the 16th century 
Giovanna of Amalfi. ACT's pro- 
duction keeps John Webster's 
story intact and takes it a step fur- 
ther,-transforming the play into a 
metaphor for the end of 20th cen- 
tury postindustrial society. 

The play centers on the story of 
the young duchess (Randy Dan- 
son), widowed at 20 and forbid- 
den by her brothers to marry 
again. She secretly woos her 
household steward, Antonio (Vic- 
tor Mack), and bears three chil- 
dren by him. When her twin, Fer- 
dinand (Sam Tsoutsouvas), discov- 
ers the truth, torture, killing, and 
mayhem ensue. 

Director Robert Woodruff suc- 
ceeds in revealing a larger story 
than the original melodrama, tak- 
ing the play out of Renaissance 
Italy and placing it in an Orwellian 
present of offices filled with 
paper-pushing peons. It's our own 
world onstage, where white male 
rulers defend their power brutally 
against women and people of 
color who dare to go against the 
political and corporate system. 

Together with Woodruff, a 
superior cast and highly inventive 
set designer make The Duchess of 
Malfi a perfect play for the end of 
the millenium.

THE PROMISE 

It's no mystery why Aleksei Arbu- 
zov's play has been a success in 
Russia since its premiere in the 
early ‘60s: In place of the moral 
uplift more typical of Soviet the- 
ater, it offers the melodramatic 
pleasures of a lover's triangle. 
Meeting as teenagers during the 
siege of Leningrad, the optimistic 
Marat (Ren Barnebey), the sardon- 
ic Leonidik (David Barth,) and the 
beautiful Lika (Madeline Gavin) 
grow up to face the disillusion- 
ments of the Khrushchev era and 
the failure of their dreams togeth- 
er. 

But the impact of history on 
their lives is secondary to their 
romantic dilemma. Each man in 
turn offers Lika to the other, and 
goes off alone; though Lika is the 
fulcrum of their erotic see-saw, 
her desires are curiously unex- 
pressed. Arbuzov trades uncritical- 
ly in clichés of male sentimentality: 
we watch Marat and Leonidik 
agonize endlessly over passions 
that are too deep for words. 

The only mystery here is Open 
Season's decision to produce The 
Promise. Once the harrowing 
scenes of the siege are over, the 
clunkiness of Arbuzov's writing is 
inescapable (and director David 
Ford's sluggish pacing doesn’t 
help). 

In its own context, Arbuzov's 
play may have been revelatory; in 
ours, its weaknesses are painfully 
apparent.

T’S A MULTITUDE Of festering 

wounds that Erica Essner exam- 

ines in her new The Trials of 

Jane Doe. Hypocritical congre- 
gations and their ministers, white 
male senators on the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, the attack on Roe v. Wade, 
the view of women as victims or 
sluts —a lot of stuff to pack into an 
hour-long show (excerpts of which 
were seen last month at “Taking 
Shape,” the Brava! For Women in 
the Arts series). 

To give Essner credit, she chose 
her material carefully, keeping her 
eye focused on the theatrical aspect 
of the theme. It would have been easy 
to beat the old whipping boys one 
more time, but she didn’t. Though 
much of her information is derived 
from media reports, Essner translated 
the found texts into personal lan- 
guage. If she erred, she did so in the 
direction of paring down too much; 
the result is that the 10 sections of 
Trials, though sequentially well 
structured, were individually too thin 
to cumulate into a convincing whole. 

Trials starts out and ends with 
Essner dressed ina satin slip and 
heavy boots, a look not unfamiliar 
around San Francisco. It’s an apt 
image of defiance, strength, and indi- 
viduality that many women have 
adopted, but who knows how much 
longer it will be theatrically viable 
now that it has been co-opted by the 
media. 

In Trials, this look set an apt tone 
for Essner and Watta Ribas’ two 
almost-identical Prosecutors duets, 
which seemed to explore the con-

stant attacks on identity and victim- 
ization women still have to battle 
every day. The duets, which ended in 
a hug, moved from clawed attacks 
and breast-beating to supportive 
embraces, and the dancers displayed 
nice, though modest, tensile 
strengths. 

The most successful parts of Tri- 
als were two solos — one for 
Thomas Cocco (the Minister), the 
other for Teresa Smith (Jane Doe). 
Cocco was particularly strong in his 
role as the hypocritical, weeping 
preacher, who was quoted verbatim 
when caught flagrante delicto, as 
lawyers put it so delicately. Exhibi- 
tionism, both of the TV preacher and 
the sexual variety, mingled in 
Cocco’s twisting, shaking, and con- 
vulsing body, presided over by a face 
containing one of the sickest smiles 
around, 

Jane Doe was his counterpart. In 
this part, Smith had an introspective 
focus that radiated from the two 
cupped hands she used to frame her 
womb. She would explode into 
slashing angularity, only to pull in 
again in pain, maybe confusion. This 
was a strong portrait of Everywom- 





both centerpiece and metaphor. 

Blake's obsession with creating a 
union between dark and light pro- 
vides a central theme for the piece. 
Dancers appear first as free and unfet- 
tered innocents, next as black-clad 
“voices of experience” moving in fits 
and starts and bound by rope. 

Beal's visual sense is sublime. She 
has honed her use of multimedia 
spectacle, and subtly weaves such 
devices as fire jugglers, projections, 
and aerialists into the context of the 
piece without degenerating into exhi- 






bitionism. The eerily effective dance of 
the twins and Shana Carroll's breath- 
taking performance on single trapeze 
are almost worth the admission price 
alone.

an. For this section, Essner used a 
haunting Norwegian folk song — an 
appropriate and dovetailing choice. 

The ensemble numbers, though 
earnestly performed by Linda Carr, 
Thomas Cocco, Nina Galin, and Alin 
Grant, also mixed language with 
rather rudimentary movements. 
They were not as telling, primarily 
because there was not enough going 
on. The fact that Esser created such 
strong solos for Cocco and Smith 
shows she has choreographic imagi- 
nation with some potential. She now 
needs to develop it in her group 
work. 

Nadja Lazansky created a simple 
but excellent backdrop using two 
powerful icons, a Liberty/Venus fig- 
ure set against an American flag. 
Erik Walker wrote the rest of the 
music.

EFORE | GET started | want to make sure you 

didn’t miss one of the greatest digs of all 

time. When asked if he’d ever heard of 

Sonic Youth, or heard their album Bad 
Moon Rising, John Fogerty replied, “Are they from 
Seattle?” Ha ha ha ha ha! The SoHo aesthetes, the 
avatars of dissonance, the theorists of the postmod- 
ern condition — just another wheel on the band- 
wagon of grunge rock? Oh my, yes. 

Not that Fogerty himself has his finger on today’s 
musical pulse. Centerfield had its moments, but Eye 
of the Zombie was an unnecessary studio exercise 
if ever there was one. But no matter. Creedence has 
just been elected into the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame. Which means something. But besides curso- 
ry write-ups in Rolling Stone and a few post-ceremo- 
ny photographs in “Random Notes,” I’m not sure 
what. 

Does the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame even exist 
outside of Rolling Stone? Do you take the kids 
there? Yes, son, enshrined here is the great Cream. 
They were three British guys who played blues riffs 
ad nauseam. Big on drum solos. One was named 
Ginger. And if you listened to their records today 
yu would think, Boy, musical expectations sure ran 
iow in the ‘60s.

HE CAN HEAR the epening lines to 
4 “Melting Pot” from the street, 


a 


which means the Looters are 

onstage. It’s Saturday night, 
and Komotion International is 
packed to the rafters. | push my 
way into a long room that's so 
hot and wet it’s hard to breathe. 

The band moves into “Cross 
the Border,” “Everything’s Got to 
Change,” and “Bizness Is 
Bizness,” bottom-heavy grooves, 
three, four, five voices, drums, 
bells, blocks and noisemakers 
working back up against the 
beat, airtight, the crowd dancing 
like a side ball of snakes. 

You could light the Bay Area 
for months with the energy lead- 
Looter Mat Callahan puts out in 
a normal — for him — conversa- 
tion, much less a performance. 
Seriously. Ask his band mates; 
ask the beks osse at Komotion, 
the artistic safehouse he co- 
founded on the edge of the 
Mission; ask Chris Blackwell at 
Island Records, the Looters’ for- 
mer label, or the promotion 
department at Monster Music, 
their current home; ask 
Callahan’s partner, musician- 
writer Robin Balliger; ask the 
journalists he’s hounded for 
Looters’ ink over the years. 

Or ask me; I’ve known the 
guy for 23 years — long enough 
to convince me that Callahan 
has as much energy, determinc- 
tion, and focus as any human 
I've ever met. 

For the past 10 years, most of 
his attention has been devoted to 
the Looters. They've recorded 
three LPs — Flashpoint, on 
Island, Jericho Down and Imago 
Mundi, both on Monster — won 
a Bammie, built the local world- 
beat bandwagon, had a disap- 

jointing brush with the major- 
[abel big time, earned emeritus 
status as Komotion International 








house band, and played hun- 
dreds of dancing, sweating gigs 
up one side of the world onal 
down the other. 

I've seen the Looters about a 
million times, they always seem 
to be around, and it’s just some- 
thing | do — have to do, actually 
— like other people see/need 
other bands, or plays or dancers 
or poets; all of us depending 
over the years on people like 
those at Komotion International, 
or Club Generic, the Sugar 
Shack, Club Foot, Valencia Tool 
and Die, Target Video, Artists’ 
Television Access, Alternative 
Tentacles, or Gilman Street fo 
give us what we need to make it 
through another day/week/ 
month/year. 

“People have no idea how 
hard all this stuff is,” Callahan 
told me recently, “how hard it is 
to live your life as a musician. It’s 
not romantic, it’s not pleasant. 
Right now | drive a cab and 
there’s been three murders of 
cabbies this year. A few years 
back, | was stabbed while driy- 
ing. Some artists get beat down, 
they get bought off, they get 


eaten up. So they go back to 
school, or they become a com- 
uter programmer. And | don’t 
farie them, although for me the 
dynamic has worked the other 
way. I've become stronger.” 
He'd better be strong; 25 
years behind a guitar can com- 
plicate things — real life, not 
rock and roll things — like mar- 
riage, money, children (he’s got 
two, now grown). Still, some- 
body's got to walk the point, 
clearing mind and body space in 
the social margins for the out- 
casts, outlaws, aliens, artists, and 
aimless — and it might as well 


be him; not many others are up 
to the task. / 

You might say he was born to 
do it — a red-diaper baby who 
played guitar on Haight Street at 
15 and might or might not have 
graduated with Poly High’s last _ 
class in 1970. ("It’s:hard to tell,” 
he says. “People just hung out in 
Golden Gate Park all the time 
and the school kind of dissolved. 
You can’t really talk about those 
days in today’s terms.”) 

| met him bie one night in the 
winter of 1970 at the Black 
Panther headquarters on Fillmore 
Street, where “white radicals” 
had come to provide social insu- 
lation and firepower to ward off 
a rumored police attack. “If you 
were there,” he says, “it meant 
you were ready to go down for 
Huey.” People were armed. 
Callahan looked ready. | wasn’t. 

“What we see we sing / 
Whatever the world will bring,” 
These lines from “Follow Me” 
state the Callahan/Looters 
credo, not so. much an approach 
to music as one man’s/one 
band’s call and response with 
the world. He ran with it all

through the ‘70s, playing radical 
folk music with his then-wife 
Sandy at rallies, picket lines, 
union halls, community centers, 
living rooms, and anywhere else 
‘ou could fit wo people and a 
atup Martin guitar. 

At the turn of the decade, 
amid the challenges and chaos 
of punk, Callahan replaced the 
Martin with a Telecaster and set 
about forming a band. There 
was music everywhere: the 
Temple Beautiful, the Mab, 
Grove Street, the Deaf Club, and 
all kinds of music, not just short 
er/faster/louder punk but a 


snatch-and-grab mix of reggae, 
ska, ites soca — hos for 
the taking, an M.O. that shaped 
the Looters sound and gave them 
a name, too. 

“We were in a ghetto,” 


Callahan recalls, “in a multicul 


tural, no-majority city, and the 
band had white Americans, 
African Americans, and Euro- 
peans from different generations. 
And we played music that reflect 
ed this.” They threw regular par- 
ties in a Rose Street basement 
belonging to onetime key- 
boardist Akal Fillinger. People 
started to hang around, and the 
parties were moved to a rented 
Valencia Street space called the 
Offensive. There was a newslet- 
ter, meetings, and great, chaotic 
blowouts with punk bands, funk 
bands, world beat and reggae 
bands, rock bands, drugs, 
booze, and police raids. 

The Looters lineup had tem- 
porarily stabilized with 
Callahan, Fillinger, brothers Jim 
and Joe Johnson on bass and 
guitar, and Bobby Imsolucki on 
drums. Like every other band in 
town, they thought they were dif 


ferent and better than all others 
— and if that’s a matter of ego 
and opinion, the Looters actually 
did something different — really 
different — in the fall of 1983. 

“A musician named Greg 
Landau, who is from San Fran- 
cisco, was living in Managua 
and working with the Sandin- 
istas. He’d heard of us,” Calla- 
han explains. “Young people in 
Nicaragua wanted American 
music. So we were asked to 
come and play.” 

They obliged, and once there, 
they were, well, huge. Really 
huge. “People mobbed us in the

streets,” he continues, smiling. 
“We played a stadium gig and 
couldn't even get out of the place 
after sound check. Thirty thou- 
sand people showed up and 
tore sie the fences to get in.” 





Stateside, well, no one paid 
much attention, but if the Looters 
tended to approach things with a 
missionary zeal before the trip, 
they were ready for a full-fledged 
crusade when they got back. 

They launched one, too, 
preaching the world beat gospel. 
Callahan joined forces with like- 
minded musicians in several 
other local bands: Big City {led 
by Balliger and guitarist Joe 
Gore), Mapenzi Spirit, and the 
Freaky Executives. Musically they 
shared an affection for African 
and American dance music. 
More than that, though, they 
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LOOTERS cose: 


knew about strength in numbers, 
organization, and image and 
before long the bands were rid- 
ing world beat into clubs, the 
press, and everywhere else in 
town — high on fun and the 
prospect of bigger and better 
things to come. 

“There were lots of great 
shows,” Callahan recalls. There 
was that time at the Farm, after a 
Bay Guardian cover story, when 
hundreds of people had to be 
turned away. In one year, we 
opened for Jimmy Cliff, Midnight 
Oil, Big Audio Dynamite and 
Ladysmith Black Mambazo. But 
the Greek Theatre show, in 
September 1985, was really the 
best.” 

The Looters headlined, their 
allies shared the bill, and other 
groups played world music on 
smaller stages set up throughout 
the anpaithedier: “It was incredi- 
ble,” he says. “This big mass of 
all kinds of different people. Fuck 
people who say it’s impossible to 
get different races and nationali- 
ties together, or that it depends 
on one person or one party. We 
have it on tape. It happened.” 

Callahan is not ihe you'd 
call a patient man, and when 
something works a nerve — the 
aforementioned being a case in 

joint — he can work up a good 
Bee of steam. “We've always 
tried to get beyond the borders 
that say, White people are this 
way and black people are that 
way,” he continues, rapidly, and 
with a touch of exasperation. 
“Yeah, those borders are real, 
and there’s vitality in each cul- 
ture, but those divisions perpetu- 
ate all the divide-and-rule stuff in 
society. If something brings peo- 
ple together, it’s good, because 
out here on the street, we have to 
live together. We get out there 
and say, We're going to party 
together, we're going to sleep 
together, we're going to have 
kids together, and you’re not 
going to stop us.” 

It's a vintage Callahan 
moment, which means a really 
long moment: When he makes a 
Bain. he makes it forcefully and 

om every conceivable angle. 
The take-no-prisoners approach is 
backed up with complicated 
socio-cultural arguments, all of 
which rest on a simple emotional 
truth that’s central to everything 
he does: People should care for 
and support one another. 

It's certainly what spawned 
Komotion International — now a 
nonprofit organization that’s 
become a fixture in the local 
alternative arts world. “After a 
while,” Callahan explains, “you 
realize that people who do art 
need rehearsal space, studio 
space, and what have you. And 
you realize if you combine the 
artists’ needs with the audiences’ 
needs, then you've got some- 
thing. People say a venture like 
this can’t be done, but check it 
out. We've done it. It’s working.” 

The Looters function on the 
same principles, only more so, 
being smaller and directly tied to 
Callahan. “We're a unit, an 
ensemble, the music is written 
with no lead instruments and no 


solos,” he says. 

The strongest Looter lineup 
came together in the mid-’80s, 
with onetime Maze drummer 
Agahuna G. Sun and key- 
boardist Fred Cirillo joining 
forces with the Johnsons and 
Callahan. They signed a record 
deal with Island in the spring of 
1987, released Flashpoint, 
which, caught in a web of com- 
pany politics, was barely promot- 
ed. The band was dropped, and 
then signed by Monster to make 
Jericho Down. 

Today, Callahan, Cirillo and 
Jim Johnson remain, along with 
percussionist Adrian Isabell, 
drummer Leo Vigil, and vocalists 
Nancy Hall and Naomi True. | 
wonder if they know what 
they've gotten themselves into. 
Because — from the outside, any- 
way — bene a Looter seems to 
mean more than just playing 
music. 

“The Looters,” Callahan says, 
“are people who've come togeth- 
er for personal and musical rea- 
sons, real people with hearts and 
souls, real collaborators. These 
are my partners, the kind of peo- 

le you'd trust to watch your 
oak walking down the street. 
We recognize our interdepen- 
dence. We need each other and 
that’s a good thing. That's what 
the Looters is about, ethically, 
and that’s the way it functions.” 

If “what we see we sing” from 
“Follow Me” describes the 
Looters philosophy, the lines 
“Well, | don’t know what | 
know / but | don’t believe in not 
believing” from “One Day” on 
Imago Mundi explains it. 
Callahan believes, for sure, and 
each time the band cranks up, he 
demands that you believe with 
him. That's a tall order for some 
people, given his unique point of 
view, and it contributes to difficuL 


“fies in marketing the band. 


“We come from so many dif- 
ferent places,” Callahan says. 
“We have so many influences 
that we don't fit into any niche. 
Sometimes | think our music is 
old-fashioned, sometimes | think 
it’s right on the cutting edge. 
These days, aiality's what's 
important to me. We live in a dis- 
posable culture, and | want to 
make something that lasts, that 
speaks to people’s hearts and 
imaginations — eyen if it attracts 
a smaller group of people than 
are drawn to things that are 
momentarily exciting.”

It’s really a more fundamental cri- 
sis of imagination, critical think- 
ing and community empower- 
ment. That's where the arts come 
in ... the Bay Area has been posi- 
tively blessed with the prolifera- 
tion of autonomous neighbor- 
hood, affinity and cultural-activist 
groups who have the vision and 
courage to take a hand in the 
determination of their own lives 
and the creation of an enlight 
ened future.”

HEN THE JAZZ world 
began a virtually 
yearlong celebration 
of jazz giant Dizzy 
Gillespie's 75th birthday in 
1992, no one really thought that 
the tributes would soon be trans- 
formed into memorials. The great 
trumpeter, who was born Oct. 
21, 1917, and who ushered in 
the bebop era with alto saxo- 
phonist Charlie Parker in the 
1940s, seemed 
immortal. He was, 
at least, always 
larger than life. 
And his death last 
month leaves pre- 
cious few survivors, 
let alone innovative 
masters, from that 
fervid period when 
jazz became mod- 
ern. (Max Roach — 
who, along with 
Kenny Clarke, 
invented bebop 
drumming — still 
thrives, however, 
and bebop has

Interspersed among the photos 
are quotes from musicians, crit- 
ics, and Dizzy himself, tersely 
fleshing out the portrait of the 
man Lalo Schifrin accurately 
describes as the Picasso of mod- 
ern music. The compact layout, 
however, means that sometimes 
the reproductions are frustratingly 
small; you ache to get closer to 
the subject, to step deeper inside 
the world so gorgeously and 
warmly frozen by the photogra- 
pher’s lens. Nonetheless, what 
you get with Dizzy is a moving 
evocation of the com- 
plex, puff-cheeked artist 
who was always simulta- 
neously silly and serious, 
entertaining and inspir- 
ing, posturing and 
unabashedly real.

HE VERY PERFECTION of the 

string quartet has always 

made it seem a tad pre- 

cious. It has always hee the 
most balanced, most self-con- 
tained ensemble — a time-hon- 
ored institution. At most concerts, 
a string quartet means four guys 
in black ties facing one another 
to imply a closed circle. 

Some of the greatest music of 
the past 400 years was written 
for string quartet: There’s 
Schubert’s String Quartet in D 
Minor (Death and the Maiden), 


and Beethoven’s transcendent 
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op. 132 and op. 135. These 
pieces are still keeping a lot of 
quartets in business. 

And there are a number of 
world-class string quartets that 
have been to aie: for decades 
— the Juilliard, the Guarnieri, the 
Tokyo — that play masterpieces 
of the literature with only the 
slightest nod to the 20th century: 
OK, here’s Schubert, Beethoven, 
and ... Alban Berg! How about 
Mozart, Haydn, and ... Bartdk! 
Beethoven, Mozart, and ... 
Prokofiev! 

New groups are popping u 
all the time that are determined to 
update both the sound and stylis- 
tic appeal of the string quartet.

ING WUCOATE 


Hip outfits help a lot, of course, 
but the real test is on recordings, 
where you can’t see what the 
foursome is wearing. On the 
Kronos Quartet’s album Short 
Stories, to be released next 
month on the Nonesuch label, 
the music sounds new. Elvis 
Costello and the Brodsky 
Quvartet's The Juliet Letters, recent- 
ly released by Warner Bros., is 
still back in the Romantic era. 
Not that image isn’t important; 
it’s about time string quartet play- 
ers started to dress like normal 
people. Especially in the pop 
music world, they have been 
teased for their formal concert 
garb, not to mention their oh-so- 


refined fiddling. The Beatles were 
OK: When they used a string 
oe in “Yesterday,” it gave 

e song a nice nostalgic wistful 
ness. And Sting actually seemed 
more sensitive when he plucked 
acoustic bass in “Every Breath 
You Take.” But what about Guns 
N’ Roses in their “November 
Rain” video, or Aerosmith’s 
“Dream On“? Come on, guys, is 
classical music really that dreary? 
Are you the only ones that get to 
show your wild side? 

Maybe so, except for a few 
petites. The Kronos 
Quartet musicians do not consid- 
er the string quartet an old-fash- 
ioned conyention, nor do they 
think great quartet writing ended 
with Bartok. To them, the four 
strings are just the starting point 
for an unlimited and diverse vari- 
ety of new music. Take their cur- 
rent repertoire, for instance: 
downtown prankster John Zorn, 
Nubian oudist Hamza El Din, 
mystic Soviet compos- 
er Sofia Gubaidulina. 

Most of the music on 
Short Stories was writ 
ten in the last few years, 
much of it specitically 
for Kronos. All of it 
sounds like fresh, unex- 
plored territory, none of 
which makes you think: 
“Ah, the string quartet, 
that Claisicel mediugs 
that reached its glorious 
apex with late 
Beethoven.” 

Kronos has in fact 
liberated the strin 
quartet from the hdehle of 19th 
century convention. Needless to 
say, this doesn’t go over well in 
certain circles. Some say the 
repertoire is lightweight and 
won't last. When Kronos was in 
New York last year, performing 
selections from their best-selling 
CD Pieces of Africa, the New 
York Times’ Edward Rothstein 
launched an attack: “While his- 
torically the string quartet was 
considered the most intellectual 
and rigorous of musical ensem- 
bles, these players are rejecting 
such qualities in favor of a clever- 
Banned form of postmodern 
Polk music, complete with mood 
lights and costumes.” 

The strange thing is that 
Kronos can do that “intellectual 
and rigorous” bit as well as any 
other group around. Sure, the 
can fide their way around Eltiot 
Carter and Xenakis and 
Penderecki. But for some odd 
reason they also like to have an 
audience when they play. 
They're funny that way. 

It’s no surprise to anyone that 
contemporary music (or “new 
music,” or “art music,” or whatev- 
er you want to call i has been in 
crisis for a while. Where do you 
go after John Cage? Do you 
write or perform music that peo- 
ple want to listen to? Or music 
you think people ought to listen to 
that they eu like if they read 
10 pages of program notes first? 

With such residents as Lou 
Harrison, Terry Riley, and John 
Adams, the West Coast has tra- 
ditionally been the place where 
composers write immediately 
appealing music — and music 
that speaks to global unification

— by incorporating influences 
from other cultures. It’s no coinci- 
dence that Kronos is a West 
Coast-based ensemble. 

Much of what Kronos per- 
forms is “new” not only in the 
music’s non-traditional use of the 
instru — hitting and eer: 

ing the strings, tapping the 
found ea ease in the 
way it combines with voices and 
non-Western classical instru- 
ments, and how it juxtaposes and 
accepts influences from other cul 
tures. 

Which brings us to why it’s a 
little disappointing to hear The 
Juliet Letters, the new recording 
by Elvis Costello and the Brodsky 
Quartet, who never go beyond 
the jutting chords of Shostakovich 
and the soaring melodies of 
Dvordk. 

If they wanted to create a 
sound that says “old-fashioned 
string quartet,” they've succeed- 
ed. So what else is new? In his 
past experiments, 
Elvis Costello has 
seemed to work more 
like the Kronos, in cok 
laborations that fuse 
discrete styles (with 
the Dirty Dozen Brass 


instance) or in experi- 
ments that pa ribute 
to tradition while 
departing radically 
from it (the country 
songs on Almost 
Blue). In The Juliet 
letters, Costello 
sounds like he just 
superimposed his voice on 
watered-down classical music. | 
want to say, Hello, excuse me, is 
there a reason why you're still in 
the 19th century? 

This album puts blinders on the 
string quartet, and now it’s back 
to ibe this and pizzicato that. 
You can say that perhaps I’ve 
missed the whole point, and that 
since The Juliet Letters is a kind of 
epistolary mystery, it makes sense 
to couch the music in the anti- 
quated moodiness of pen and 
ink, embossed stationery, and the 
ghostliness of a remembered era. 
But then | would go so far as to 
call this music reactionary — 
indicative of a kind of compla- 
cency. You get the feeling it’s 
what Elvis and the Brodsky mem- 
bers are used to playing and 
hearing, so they've composed 
that way. 

The Brodsky Quartet is a new 
music group (“extending the hori- 
zons of the string quartet,” read 
the liner notes) along the lines of 
the Balanescu and the Arditti and 
Kronos. But how can you push 
forward and entrench yourself in 
convention at the same time? Igor 
Stravinsky, at the age of 75, 
gave a stern warning to young 
composers that, however severe 
it may seem, is not entirely out of 
place here: 

“The very people who have 
done the breaking through are 
themselves often the first to try to 
put a scab on their achievement. 
What fear tells them to cry halt? 
What security do they seek, and 
how far can it be secure if it is 
limited? How can they forget that 
they once fought against what 
they have become?” @ 
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MT SEEMS AN unlikely combino- 
tion: free-jazz pioneer-theo- 
retician Ornette Coleman 
and the Grateful Dead. But 

paradox is nothing new to either, 

and here was Coleman on the 
phone from his New York head- 
quarters, audibly excited about 
his band opening for the Dead’s 

Feb. 23 Mardi Gras concert at 

the Oakland Coliseum. 

“Jerry's such a phenomenon,” 
Coleman said of Dead guitarist 
Garcia. “There’s more music in 
his tone than in most musicians’ 
whole ays He has a very gifted 
ear. And the Grateful Dead is a 
very creative band. I’ve heard 
them in different settings. They’re 
very good American musicians. 
I'm just now beginning to under- 
stand that you don’t hear that

many bands on the Dead’s level 
who do play American music.” 

The admiration is mutual. 
Dead bassist Phil Lesh was fore- 
ing the rest of his band to listen to 
Coleman's ground-breaking 
quartet records for Atlantic as 
early as 1964 and '65, long 
before alto saxophonist Coleman 
had come up with a name for his 
revolutionary approach to music 
— harmolodics, where melody, 
harmony, and rhythm are all 
given equal weight, and all are 
available for band members to 
alter according to the mood of 
the moment.

Hmmm. Does this sound like a 
Grateful Dead show? 

Even Coleman gets the similar- 
ities, and not just the musical 
ones. “I'm reminded of a 1965 
concert | did with just my trio in 
Berlin,” he said. “We went into 
improvising, and suddenly this 
audience of 23,000 people 
stood up, like they got what we 
were doing. I've noticed that the 
Grateful Dead audience does 
that — as a single entity they 
instantly get what you’re doing 
and react together.” 

The Feb. 23 show will be 
Coleman’s first local perfor- 
mance since a wild Fillmore con- 
cert with his Prime Time band in 
the fall of 1988, shortly after the 
release of Coleman’s album 
Virgin Beauty — a recording that 
featured Jerry Garcia playing 
guitar on three pieces. Although 
Virgin Beauty is Coleman's most 
recent release, it’s not as if he’s 
been taking time off in the inter- 





im. Last December he oversaw 
the concert performance of his 
symphony, Skies of America, in 
Poland and Germany with the 
Polish National Orchestra; and 
he recently performed in multime- 
dia concerts in Japan, which 
were connected to his work on 
the sound track of the 1992 film 
Naked Lunch. 

Since founding his revolution- 
ary quartet in Los Angeles in 
1959, the Fort Worth, Texas, 
native has made music that is far 
removed from what is considered 
the mainstream of jazz and 
European classical music. Even 





today, Coleman’s radical har- 
molodic theory is more easily 
understood in such countries as 
Morocco and India than it is at 
home. Getting recorded, other 
than the Naked Lunch sound 
track, has been a struggle at 
best. Yet he is widely admired: 
the Kronos Quartet commis- 
sioned his “In Honor of NASA 
and Planetary Soloists” for string 
quartet and oboe; John Zorn’s 
Spy vs. Spy is a tribute album of 
Coleman compositions; and Zorn 
and other young player-com- 
posers have adopted some or all 
of Coleman's harmolodic theory 
in their work. 

The Coleman-Dead friendshi 
was cemented in 1987 when Phil 
Lesh, with co-host Gary Lambert, 
launched a monthly radio show, 
“Rex Radio Hour” (recently reti- 
tled “Eyes of Chaos, Veil of 
Order”), on Berkeley radio sta- 
tion KPFAFM. The program, 
broadcast the second Monday of 
each month, was devoted to 
exposing music by composers 
and improvisers, often unre- 
leased works from around the 
world. “Phil thought it would be 
gece to spread the word about 

e show fo as many composers 
and musicians as we could,” 
Lambert recalled. “To search out 
material that wouldn't be aired 
by any other station. Ornette was 
at the top of our list.” 

The program made its debut 
in August 1987. That September, 
the Dead played Madison 
Square Garden. “I’d worked 
with Ornette on shows he’d done 
here previously,” Lambert said, 
“so we called and invited him to 
a Dead show. By coincidence, 
someone else in the Dead family 
had invited Cecil Taylor the same 
night, so | was their guide into 
the world of the Dead.” 

Coleman remembers the expe- 
rience: “I thought of the time | 
participated in a religious ritual 
with the White Crow Indians in 
Montana. The Dead concert 
reminded me of people coming 
together to worship something. 
Everyone knew why they were 
there; they all had the same 
image in their minds.” 

Two weeks later, Coleman’s 
drummer/manager/son Denardo 
called Jerry Garcia and asked 
him to record with Ornette. “We 
were looking for a soloist for a 
tune [3 Wishes”], and Denardo 
said, ‘Well, the Dead has almost 
the same instrumentation as 
Prime Time, with two drummers 
and two guitarists; let’s ask 
Jerry.’ ” 

Most of Virgin Beauty had 
already been recorded, so it 
wasn't so much a collaboration 
as it was Garcia finding a space 








for his own ideas in the music. 
Far from his usual Dead sound, 
Garcia played guitar like a 
whirling dervish, with notes danc- 
ing rapidly around Coleman's 
saxophone melody. Before he 
was done, Garcia had added 
solos to two other pieces on the 
album, “Singing in the Shower” 
and “Desert Players.” 

Since then, Coleman and the 
Dead have talked about doing a 
pee together, but schedules 

ave kept them apart. Even at the 
Mardi Gras show there is no set 
plan for interaction. Prime Time 
will open; whether it goes 
beyond that remains to be seen. 

Prime Time, which works fre- 
quently on the East Coast and in 
Europe, has been Coleman's 
main access to public exposure.

But Coleman sees his role as 
something other than bandlead- 
er. “I've always thought of myself 
as a composer,” he says. “But the 
classical world is not open to 
minorities, not ones who don’t 
live and work in that field. I’ve 
always written with a wide range 
of instrumental colors, like an 
orchestra. So Prime Time is as 
close as | can achieve on my own 
to an orchestra. The instrumenta- 
tion is trying to get that sound.” 
For a good decade, from the 
late ‘70s into the ‘80s, Prime 
Time was a double trio, with two 
each of electric guitar, electric 
bass, and drums. But in 1988 the 
lineup dropped to one drummer 
— son Denardo — plus percus- 
sionist Badal Roy, longtime 
bassist Al McDowell, and gui-

tarists Chris Rosenberg and Ken 
Wessel; the newest member is 
keyboardist Dave Bryant. Dead . 
and Coleman fans at the 
Coliseum show may note that this 
Prime Time doesn’t just approxi- 
mate, but duplicates, the Dead's 
instrumentation. 

Another similarity between 
Coleman and the Dead is that, 
while their music does sound very 
different, they approach perfor- 
mance with a certain attitude. “In 
playing onstage, | don’t think so 
much of haying a band and 
doing what makes me happy,” 
Coleman says, “but of how the 
band and audience can have a 
better experience together. And 
my playing is directed to that, so 
that it creates a better 
moment.” @

ELCOME TO Gavin week. We 
speak here of the four-day 
schmoozefest during which San 


Francisco hotels and nightclubs teem 
with music-biz people, hundreds of 
whom gather for seminars held by the 
radio trade journal The Gavin Report. The 
upside is that, though it’s geared mostly 
to introducing radio and label people to 
each other and not to new unsigned tal- 
ent, the Gavin does get the occasional 
scout hunting for Nirvanas Hl, Ill, and IV. 
This means that bands, club owners, and 
label execs tend to go a tad ballistic dur- 
ing this period, booking showcases to 
expose their product to the industry- 
infested city. Which means that you, the 
music fan, are privy to several days of 
high-profile, big-bang-for-your-buck 
shows — if you're careful. Despite the 
dozens of clubs announcing their own 
“Gavin showcases,” none are actually 
Gavin-sponsored or -endorsed, and this 
time around, only a few are truly once-a- 
year events. So, to help you through this 
rocky period, we offer the following 
selective guide to a better-than-average 
week in live music. 


WEDNESDAY/10 


Shonen Knife with Tribe 8 and 10 
Bass T. 8 p.m., Slim's, SF. $10. A visit 
from this smiling Japanese punk trio is 
always cause to celebrate, so a bill that 
matches them with such far-flung up- 
and-comers like Tribe 8 and 10 Bass T is, 
as they say, such a deal. 

In celebration of their new album, the 
women of the Knife have deigned to 
bring their Ramones-meets-Josie-and- 
the-Pussycats melodies and Jetsons- 
meets-Hello-Kitty lyrics stateside, where 
legions of indie rock fans will no doubt 
grovel at their feet. Their first all-English 
effort, Let’s Knife (Virgin), shows a more 
sure-footed Shonen ripping their way 
through odes to Barbie, pot-scrubbing 
cleaner, and other joys of modern-day liv- 
ing with as much gusto as ever. 

On a slightly less ingratiating tip, local 
dyke-rockers Tribe 8 are both meaner 
and funnier than most of their grrl con- 
temporaries, and singer Lynn Breedlove 
outdoes even Bikini Kill in her penchant 
for shirt-doffing as a feminist f.u. to the 
Bud Light generation. Look for their sin- 
gle on the compilation There’s a Dyke in 
the Pit (Harp) and expect a raging set. 

Before that, though, check the South 
Bay rap group 10 Bass T, who look well 
on their way to becoming a jazzier and 
less sedated answer to Basehead. Mixing 
live instruments with turntables and funk 
with dance hall, their self-produced Of 
Human Balance and Steamed Rice is a 
slinky eight-song shout-out to everyone 
from Black Sheep to Miles Davis. The 
flashy, bilingual mike skills of MCs Solrac 
and G-Money and their free-blowing 
horn men make Bass T a lot more live 
than your typical rap show and, especially 
in this context, way more multicultural. 


“BMI Music Showcase,” featuring 
Honeypot, Her Majesty the Baby, 
Porch, Pieces of Lisa, and Yah-Yah Lit- 
tleman. 8:30 p.m., Kennel Club, SF. $6. 
Since last year’s BMI showcase led to the 
Counting Crows’ megabuck signing 
with Geffen, this one has a lot of people 
watching, and like last year’s, it offers a 
strong sampler of local unsigned talent. 
The Chrissie Hynde—ish vocals of Cyn- 
thia Isabella and Honeypot’s roughhewn 
melodicism often get them called a 
tougher hybrid of 10,000 Maniacs and 
the Pretenders, but the ethereal Her 
Majesty the Baby — with their shim- 
mering.guitars and captivating singer Lee 
Paiva — is probably the more Maniacal of 
the two (though they do slip in enough 
noise to wrinkle Natalie Merchant's but- 
ton nose): : 
At opposite ends of the rock spectrum 
stand Yah-Yah Littleman and Pieces of 
Lisa — Yah-Yah playing a bubbly, almost 
Squeeze-like pop and P.o.L. playing 
crunching, psychedelic grooves in the my- 
brain-is-on-fire school. Porch, with ex- 
Primus guitarist Todd Huth and erstwhile 
members of Sister Double Happiness and 


Samiam, has been getting quite a little 
buzz, after only a few shows and less cov- 
erage.

FRIDAY/12 


Ween, King Missile, Sister Double 
Happiness, and the Monks of Doom. 
10 p.m., Kennel Club, SF. $10 at BASS; 
$12 elsewhere. The uptight naysayers 
who don’t groove on Ween’s hackneyed 
tributes to rock gods, pollo asadas, and 
Satan probably just haven't sniffed 
enough glue. Sure, Gene and Dean aren't 
pro musicians; sure, they get off on sca- 
tological humor; and, sure, Pure Guava 
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(Elektra) occasionally sounds like Black 
Sabbath played on a water-logged eight- 
track tape. Your point? Ween is quite 
simply the most visionary duo of rock 
titans ever to record their entire catalog 
on a four-track in a fly-infested bedroom. 
And, as Dean writes in their press release, 
“all the songs are #1's.” 

Though they're no Ween, King Mis- 
sile are also pretty fun. Fans of Mystical 
Shit (Atlantic) — on which raconteur John 
S. Hall and multi-instrumentalist Chris 
Xefos scored the No. 1 smash “Jesus Was 
Way Cool” —will probably dig the new 
Kramer-produced Happy Hour (Atlantic), 
another semi-mystical odyssey featuring 
the poignant single “Detachable Penis.” 

Well-known and sometimes chided 
for their genre-hopping — “using the 
open canvas,” they call it — and their 
shamelessly accomplished musicianship, 
the Monks of Doom still tend toward 
introspection and the high concept. The 
noninstrumental songs on Forgery (I.R.S.) 
deal with various forms of forgery, 
including a real-life 19th century Brit who 
made his own ancient artifacts and a guy 
who falls in love with a virtual reality 
woman. 

Sister Double Happiness, however, 
have no time for such highbrow-edness, 
rocking as they do in an ultrahard bluesy 
style and fronted as they are by the 
wrenchingly soulful former Buddhist 
monk Gary Floyd. Now, after reported 
creative differences, SDH have bailed on 
Warner Bros. — who put out their bril- 
liant Heart and Mind — so they'll proba- 
bly be belles of the ball as labels come a- 
courtin’. 

X with Basehead and Carnival Art. 

9 p.m., Slim's, SF. $18. Fans of the lop- 
ing, Percodan-inflected hip hop on Base- 
head's Play with Toys (Imago) may have 
been somewhat disappointed by their 
spotty performance here some months 
ago, but time heals all wounds. Like Toys, 
the upcoming Not in Kansas Anymore 
(Imago) is another concept album of 
sorts, addressing race in the songs collec- 
tively titled “Brown Kisses” and, | guess, 
gender issues on the less-than-P.C. suite 
“Hoes on Parade,” which features the 
catchy single “Do You Wanna Fuck (Or 
What)?” With the experience their exten- 
sive national and European tours have 
brought, the Basehead band should be 
much more adept at doing the live thing, 
and Michael Ivey’s unpretentious, self- 
deprecating, and often insightful lyrics 
are always worth catching. 

And X is, minus Billy Zoom and plus 
Tony Gilkyson, still X and, because of this, 
a must. See this week’s Echo Chamber 
(Page 46) for more on them. 


“Different and Equal,” featuring Blind 
Tom, Heavy Into Jeff, Skyclad, and 
the Clavens. 9 p.m., Club Boomerang, 
SF. $5. The “Different and Equal” cre- 
ators come to this, their fourth install- 
ment, with a track record for assembling 
strong lineups of diverse but complemen- 
tary groups. Blind Tom features onetime 
World Entertainment War vocalist Darby 
Gould, a woman possessed of some seri- 
ous pipes. Heavy Into Jeff has more 
than a few people heavily into them, 
boasting a strong cult following and, 
rumor has it, an imminent record deal. 
The two remaining guitar bands, Skyclad 
—who tonight stray from Marin’s apron 
strings to show their ‘90s psychedelia to 
the world — and the Clavens — who 
carry their hook-heavy tunes with male 
and female vocalists — are solid if unpre- 
tentious bands going for power-pop bliss.

The Goats are sort of a rap equiv- 
alent to Mr. Bungle, with the dark 
carnival theme, heavy theatrics, anda 
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introduction (especially since they 
were just here), but Pond, Velocity 
Girl, and Hazel all seem ready to 
start making lots of friends. 

Portland power trio Pond has 
been getting almost embarrassingly 
worshipful press from all corners, 
thanks to the singles “Young Splen- 
dor” and “Wheel.” Heirs to the J. 
Mascis school of loser-friendly mop- 
ing, Pond has an eponymous record 
coming out that’s said to be a lovely 
combo of droning grooves and well- 
tempered tunesmithing. Ones to 
watch for sure. 


Washington, D.C.'s Velocity Girl is

FORD 


HO SAYS THAT cheap little promotional ploys 

W don’t work? The envelope containing ford’s 

self-titled demo arrived smeared and dripping 

with what appeared to be blood (though it was probably 

just watercolors). Still, the evocative packaging appealed 
to my “alternative” sensibilities. 

Of course, this ultimately means nothing if the music 
is horrid or, worse yet, boring. Fortunately, ford’s high- 
ly charged grunge fest is neither. Though at times their few- 
chord, sludge-grindin’, loud rawk arrangements steer into 
predictable changes, overall the band rocks hard with gap- 
ing jaws like the four-headed femme-fatale beast that it 
be 


"The band kicks off its tape with the customary feed- 
back intro, then plunges headlong into a thick and chewy 
mass of ultra-crunchy guitars, simple sturdy bass ground- 


ing, and heavy bludgeon drumming. You know the type: 
creative yet merciless pounding on the toms with health- 
ful doses of hammering and nearly tribal grooves in the 
good ol’ post-punk tradition. 

And while it’s probably not fair to tag the vocalist, she 
calls to mind some of the killer female throats of this 
some-kinda-pop genre. In particular, she dips into the 
insouciance of a youthful Debbie Harry; the occasional 
emphatic atonal meanderings of early Exene Cervenka; 
and, in her most energized moments, the ardent raunch of 
Babes In Toyland’s Kat Bjelland.

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MICK JAGGER ¢ WANDERING 
SPIRIT (ATLANTIC) 

Mick Jagger produced by Rick 
Rubin, the man whose Def 
American label is responsible for 
simulated Stones from the Black 
Crowes to the Jayhawks to Dan 
Baird? | was salivating, not least 
because Jagger's ability to cele- 
brate his own inauthenticity 
(then as a white man singing the 
blues, now as a smart man 
singing AOR) has always coun- 


terbalanced Keith’s laconic icon- _ 


ic. How many layers of reverse 
mirrors would we get? 

Well, I’ve listened a bunch 
and I'm still not certain. To be 
sure, this is Jagger's finest solo 
album for all the Rubinesque 
reasons: perfect retro-nuevo 
musicianship endlessly evoking 
earlier Stones, from the Some 
Girls tribute “Sweet Thing" to 
the “Hip Shake” blues opening 
of the title cut to the “Lady 
Jane” harpsichord effect of 
“Angel in My Heart.” Jagger 
even pitches in — he hasn't 
slurred his vocals so effectively 
in years (“Muscle of a Man” 
comes out “muddle of a man”), 
and lyrics like “Watch me now” 
and “Nothing is revealed” dan- 
gle ‘60s memories. 

So yeah, | sort of like this in 
the casual, historically absent- 
minded way that’s so precious 
to me right now. Problem is, 
Mick keeps forcing us to pay 
attention, as when he adds a 
“Who's using who?” coda to a 
cover of Bill Withers’ “Use Me.” 
You don’t want to miss 
moments like that, so you listen 
hard. And discover a guy whose 
concept of an album concept is 
songs about leaving the party 
and alimony checks. Which 
brings up my final complaint, 
which, in any other context but 
Rick Rubin roots rock would be 
utter nonsense: | wish Wander- 
ing Spirit were vaguer.

THE PHARCYDE ¢ BIZARRE 
RIDE 11 TO THE PHARCYDE 
(DELICIOUS VINYL) 

How do you get to the Phar- 
cyde? First you cross the Fat 
Boys with a few Dr. Seuss char- 
acters. Put them on a steady diet 
of television and hip hop, caf- 
feine and Indica. Let them run 
wild and wily through the 
streets of L.A. Then summon 
them to freestyle on the mike at 
the nearest traveling freak 
show. And don’t forget to 
record it all. 

Frolicking in their own law- 
less abandon, the four members 
of the Pharcyde — Derrick “Fat 
Lip" Stewart, Tre “Slim Kid” 
Hardson, Imani “Darky Boy” 
Wilcox, and Romye “Booty 
Brown” Robinson — don't just 
play at youthful wackiness the 
way Flavor Flav, Biz Markie, or 
even De La Soul have. They're 
borne of it. Longtime break 
dancers who live together in a 
graffiti-laced two-flat in South 
Central — titled the Pharcyde 
Mansion — their M.O. is making 
fun for fun's sake. Clownishly 
attired with pajama-styled 
pants, colorful caps, and 
unkempt goatees, they're full of 
the kind of inside joke—making 
that comes with living too long 
with the boys. 

While they sometimes border 
on the annoying — as in the too 
lengthy “4 Better or for Worse” 
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DIGABLE PLANETS e REACHIN’ 
(A NEW REFUTATION OF TIME & 
SPACE) (PENDULUM/ELEKTRA) 


You can’t help but say that Digable has taken A Tribe Called Quest's Low 
End Theory and Gang Starr’s Daily Operation, put them in a food proces- 
sor, picked out just the tiniest amount of the bass, tossed in jazz after antique- 
cover-looking jazz album — even some 78s — and then spun it, spun it, 
spun it until the 12 songs they created are slightly smoother than they could 
be, but sweet and sour and, most importantly, slamming all the same. Diga- 
ble Planets’ hit single “Rebirth of the Slick (Cool Like Dat)” is a welcome 
respite from the formula R&B-ish hip hop currently sloshing over local 
commercial radio — a sure song from a new group, a swinging introduc- 
tion to a confident, wonderful (if slightly monotonic) debut. 

The lyrics that give Reachin’ its spare, sometimes funny, sometimes 
earnest, voice are challenging and thoughtful without going off into arty 
atmospheric land. Frequently abstract without being obtuse. There is the 
petulance and quiet assurance of “Where I’m From,” the sly rhymes of 
“Pacifics,” and the Mo’ Betta Blues-sounding horns on “Time & Space (A 
New Refutation Of).” The songs are heavy with references to things like 
hot buttered soul, Cleopatra Jones, Sam Kinison, and Daughters of the Dust 
—a technicolor picture of the culture that has shaped young black Amer- 
ica in what author Nelson George has labeled the “post-soul era.” It’s a 
comfortable album, but it stings sometimes. 

The record will make you swoon, though (check “Swoon Units”) — make 
you truly get lightheaded with happiness. It moves along all acoustic-y and 
plain, all basic and unadorned except for the hype surrounding the fact 
that there are two male and (zowie!) one female MC. The three of them 
play off each other like tap dancers used to do at the Apollo — except in 
way slowed-down motion. They hand off cool-ass lyrics like relay batons 
— cleanly and swiftly. The three of them belong to a new breed of MCs 
whose credo must be “MCing is what | do and what! love, but it’s not who 
lam." Speech of Arrested Development belongs to this group, as does Boots 
of the Coup. 

Digable’s vibe is often more Sunday afternoon than Saturday night, but 
like with most Sunday afternoon music, if you turn the stereo up and have 
the right people over, it can be just like a Saturday night regardless of what 
day it is.

LEE SCRATCH PERRY e SOUNDZ 
FROM THE HOT LINE (HEARTBEAT) 
A genius as producer and arranger, 
the man who wrote many of Bob Mar- 
ley’s earliest (and best) reggae singles, 
Lee “Scratch” Perry, has an uneven 
output as a solo artist. When he’s on, 
Perry's relentless, bumpity grooves and 
defiant incantations are transcendent, 
but when he’s not, he sounds like one 
more brain-fried revolutionary rambler. 
(One journalist described Perry's music, 
at a low point in the early ‘80s, as 
sounding like “a Jamaican Curtis May- 
field on acid reading transcripts from 
Bellevue Hospital.”) 

On this collection, drawn from 
unreleased master tapes recorded at 
his Black Art Studio in the '70s, Perry 
is in top form, setting down scathing 
diatribes and Bible-derived rhymes 
aimed at liberating Jamaica from the 
neocolonialist scavengers he calls 
“bionic rats.”

Despite the spo- 
radic-at-best avail- 
ability of his work, 
Larry Clark is still 
well known as 
one of the most 
hard-edged and 
intense photog- 
raphers alive. The 
pictures in his first 
book, Tulsa, of 
young people in 
the ‘60s shooting 
speed and playing 
with guns and 


death are still striking and difficult after nearly 30 years. In his new book, Larry Clark 1992, 


a 336-page, highly repetitive study of five teenage boys, Clark focuses on the same 
general age group in his characteristically stark and raw style. But the difference in his 
own age vastly alters the relationship between the subject and photographer. The cur- 
rent exhibit includes photographs from Tulsa and Larry Clark 1992 as well as a video, 
some silk-screened skateboards, and a previously unexhibited series of 19 shots of a pros- 
titute giving a teenage boy his first blow job. The exhibit is Clark's first to come to San 
Francisco in 15 years; in addition, Clark will give a lecture on his new photographs.
